DRAFT EXPECTED 
IN A FEW DAYS 


There is a decided lack of interest and co-operation shown by the 
townspeople of Weymouth in aiding in the protection of the town during 
this critical period. 

Other towns of smaller population, smaller number of business establish- 
ments, all around us, are making a far better showing than we. Are we to 
sit idly by and allow ourselves to dwindle down iuto the rocks of unpre- 
pared ness? Are we to wait until the very enemy is at our doors, before 
we take any decisive action? “An ounce of Preparedness is worth one 
pound of cure” ; and if such is the case in preventing disease, warding off 
ill health, it will most certainly now be a means of keeping our town safe- 
guarded against any possible dangers. 

We have a Public Safety Committee in the town, appointed by the 
Selectmen. This committee is working with the aid of its sub-committee 
to help in protecting and guarding the important points in the town ; pre- 
serving the food supply and increasing its production. Nothing definite 
or worth, however, can be accomplished, regardless of the amount of work 
done by the committee unless the aid and co-operation of the citizens of the 
town is secured. Money is needed to carry on this work. Had you not 
rather spend a few dollars now and be secure rather than to spend one 
thousand dollars later in building up what has been broken down, simply 
for the want of a few dollars as a safe-guard? 

The Finance Committee of the Weymouth Committee on Public Safety 
have worked up a plan to secure funds. This will not put any hardships 
upon any one person. The plan is to proportion the donation asked accord- 
ing to the financial status of those who are asked to give. 

Letters have been sent out by this committee and up to the present 
time a very small number of replies have been secured. If there is any 
doubt in the minds of the people as to the purposes for which the funds 
will be used, Mr. George L. Barnes, chairman of the Finance Committee, 
will be only too glad to give any information which would enlighten the 
subject. It can be assured however, that all the money secured will be 
spent solely for the purpose of protecting the town, industries, important 
points in the town, for food conservation and production, etc., which things 
are vitally essential at this time. 

The Transportation committee has requested owners of motor vehicles 
to register their cars with this committee, in the event that these vehicles 
will be required to do service later on. Up to the present time, only one 
man in the town has registered his car and signified his willingness that the 
town should have the use of it in case it was needed. Let every owner of 
a motor vehicle report at once to J. Walter Howley, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Transportation, Evans road, North Weymouth, or at the car 
barn, East Weymouth. 

The Home Guard committee wishes to have a company of 300 meu for 
special protection throughout the town. Let each man who feels that he 
can give a part of his time to this duty, notify R. H. Whiting, chairman of 
the Home Guard committee, 56 Sea street, North Weymouth. 

This work is not to be considered lightly but is something which should 
be given serious thought, as much can be done by this branch of the service 
in constructive work. Other towns all about us have already formed 
companies of men and are drilliug them. What must the people of our 
town think when they see all this advancement going on about them and our 
town iu the stages of “thinking the matter over.” Thinking and wonder- 
ing will get us no where. Action is what is wanted, and wanted quickly. 
I)o not wait for the other fellow ; be one of the 300 men to protect your 
own town and home. 

Food production and its conservation is certainly oue of the moBt im- 
portant things before us at the present time. We all know how prices are 
souring ou all food stuffs. Let every house-wife begin immediately to 
practice ecouomy in the kitchen and preserve all food which can be used ; 
use judgment in buying and buy only what is uecessary to sustain health 
and endurance ; preserve all food stuffs that can be preserved- Plant all 
available land which can be planted. Communicate with Bowdoin B. 
Smith, 793 Pleasant street, East Weymouth, chairman of Committee on 
Food Production and Conservation. He will give you all the information 
desired regarding the purchase of seeds for planting ; methods of planting, 
etc. Get busy quickly aud enlist in the Agricultural Army. 

Townspeople of Weymouth, wake up to your duties; you have been 
asleep long enough; take action thievery week. Each one do his or her 
part in the work which is needed to be carried on iu our towu. Let us show 
the other towns that we ure capable of handling the situation in an efficient 
way, and that when the critical point is reached, the townspeople of Wey- 
mouth will be **ou the job” with dying colors.

The many friends of Dr. Oliver 
Huckel, a former pastor of Union 
church, sympathize with him in his 
grief at the death of his brother. 
Samuel Huckel. Jr., a successful archi- 
tect of Philadelphia, Penn., who died 
April 18. after an illness of several 
months. 

He was educated in the public 
schools and the Central High school. 
He then began the study of architec- 
ture. Some of his best-known build 
ings are the Union station at Worces- 
ter, -Mass., remodelling of the Grand 
Central station. New York; Odd Fel- 
lows Temple, the Manufacturer's Club, 
the Executive Mansion. Harrisburg; 
Battery Park Hotel. Asheville, N. 
the New Monmouth Hotel. Spring 
Lake. X. J ; the New Monterey Hotel. 
Asburv Park. X. J ; the I’niversalist 
church of the Messiah. Broad street; 
St Murk's Episcopal church. Norfolk. 
Ya.; and many city ami country resi- 
dences. 

Mr Huckel had traveled extensively 
in Europe and America. He was a 
member of the American Institute of 
Architects, the Philadelphia Chapter 


of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, the Union League, the Art Club 
of Philadelphia, the Transportation 
Club of New York, the Architectural 
League, New York; United Societies 
Club, London; and the Cricket Club. 

His wife was Emma Frances Kirk, 
who died some years since. He leaves 
a brother, the Rev. Dr. Oliver Huckel, 
of New York, a daughter, Mrs. Robert 
L. Holtz, and a son, Earle Wentworth 
Huckel. The funeral was held on 
Saturday, April 21, from his late resi- 
dence, 562 Chelten street, German- 
town. at 2.30, and was conducted by 
the Rev. John B. Harding. St. Mark’H 
Frankford, of which he was a mem- 
ber. A successful career is brought to 
a close. Mr. Samuel Huckel will he 
remembered as a cultivated and genial 
gentleman.

If 1,000,000 men are called to the colors, Massachusetts will be 
required to assemble 37,026 men.

If the call is for half a million men, the number which will be required 
from New England will be 36,020 and the figures for the individual Statea 
will be half of the number required for a million meu. 

The War Department, however, desires to raise 1,000,000 men at once 
in addition to those already in the National Guard and the regular army. 

The department is ready to put the system into effect just as soon as 
the bill is finally passed by Congress and signed by President Wilson. 
Pending final legislative action the department is making no detailed state- 
ment as to how the million men will be assembled. 

Nevertheless the department has made known that State officials will 
have charge of assembling the men in their individual States and that in as- 
sembling the men within the ages fixed by the bill, the State’s election 
machinery will be utilized.

It Is Incandescent, Causing Prema- 
ture Explosion of Fuel- 
Kerosene Is Favored.

Kuril man who owns nn automobile 
has his own Ideas about carbon pre- 
vention ami removal, hut not all of 
them are by any means correct. This 
substance Is deposited In the combus- 
tion chambers of the gasoline engine 
through Imperfect combustion of the 
cylinder oil and gasoline. 

Dust Is drawn into tin* motor and 
adheres to the llrst oily surface It 
strikes, adding to tin* accumulation of 
the piston head. Kventually, tills de- 
posit becomes so deep that it Is in- 
candescent. causing premature ignition 
of tlu* fuel. It Is this latter character- 
istic which makes It so important to 
got rid of the carbon. 

Some Chemical Removera. 

Tills substances may he scraped out 
with specially designed tools with most 
engines, which permit a pretty thor- 
ough jolt to l»c engineered without re- 
moving the cylinder-head. There are 
several sorts of chemical carbon re- 
movers on the market which ure to be 
injected into the combustion chamber 
for the purpose of loosening the cur- 
ium and permitting it to lie blown out 
of tlu* exhaust. 

With some types of motors it is pos- 
sible to drop a small chain in the com- 
bustion chamber and let it scrape the 
carbon automatically as it (lies about 
under the impulses of tlu* piston. 

Kerosene Best Remedy. 

When tlu* engine is hot at the end 
of the day's run, feed about three or 
four ounces, say, a third of an ordinary 
drinking glass of kerosene through 
the nil* vent on the intake manifold, 
or through tlu* air intake of the carbu- 
retor, while the engine is idllug. 

The kerosene should be poured in 
gradually and the throttle should be 
opened very slowly, and the engine be 
speeded up on the kerosene, which is 
lints drawn into the cylinders In larger 
quantities than can be vaporized and 
burned at. once, and in a few minutes 
the excess kerosene is being churned 
up and down in the cylinders, soaking 
t lu* valve seats and spark plugs.

PROPER USE OF HYDROMETER 


Service Manager of Manufacturing 
Concern Gives Important Point to 
Watch in Testing. 


The service manager of storage bat- 
tery manufacturing concern gives an 
important hint to automobile owners 
In advising them about the use of 
their hydrometers. 

“When you use your hydrometer for 
testing your battery," in* says, "make 
your test and reading, if possible, with- 
out removing the hydrometer from the 
buttery. In tlds way none <>f the 
liquid will he spilled ami tile balance 
of acid and water will not he disturbed 
In your buttery. Your buttery when if 
ieuves the shop new has lu it a certain 
proportion of buttery acid to tin* 
amount of water timt Is In it. The 
water naturally evaporates and must 
tie renewed from time to time. Then* 
Is no cvafsirution, however, to the acid 
and this proportion should always be 
constust. When you remove your hy- 
drometer from your buttery to take a 
reading, you have in it both water and 
acid. It is very easy to lose a little 
vf tills out of t lie bottom of the hydrom- 
eter and thus weaken the efficiency 
of that particular cell. In most cases 
the barrel of the hydrometer is long 
enough f ,,r you to see the marks on 
tin- float if you stoop a little, and the 
slight Inconvenience is well worth the 
trouble. Never add acid to your bat- 
tery.”

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

First American Shot in the Great 
War Destroys a German 
U-Boat. 

FIRED BY LINER MONGOLIA 


Destruction of Shipping by Subma- 
rines Now Threatens England 

With Food Shortage — Great 
Britain Gets Money From 
Uncle Sam. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

America’s first shot in the war with 
Germany was tired on April 19. It 
scored a direct hit uud destroyed u 
German submarine. The shot was 
fired by the gun crew on the American 
liner Mongolia when a U-boat attempt- 
ed to attack that vessel in the Irish sea. 
The first shell smashed the periscope 
and ufter other shells were sent there 
was an explosion and the submarine 
did not rise again. Capt. Emery Bice 
of the Mongolia told of the Incident 
on arrival in an English port. It Is 
Interesting to note that the gun thut 
got the U-boat hud been named Theo- 
dore Roosevelt by the gunners. 

The destructive work of the sub- 
marines Is causing Increasing anxiety 
In Great Britain. The latest weekly 
report of the admiralty shows a much 
larger number of ships sunk than did 
any previous report, and on Wednes- 
day Lord Davenport, the British food 
controller, solemnly warned the Brit- 
ish public that severe privations 
menaced the tuition before the next 
harvest was reached. This aroused 
the London press to gloomy comment, 
the burden of which was thut the sub- 
murine blockade was the most serious 
feature of the war now and that If 
Great Britain was to he suved from 
starvation and possible defeat some- 
thing must be done mighty soon to 
counteract It. This something, ob- 
viously, Is the turning out from the 
shipyards of a vast and continuous 
stream of tonnage, but though many 
elilps are being built, the shortage of 
skilled labor renders it Impossible to 
construct anywhere near the number 
required. The great British nuvy Is 
powerless to relieve the situation. No 
une over there seems able to suggest 
any solution of the problem except to 
be careful of the food supply uud pre- 
pure for the worst. 

The food question Is serious else- 
where. It was responsible In lurge 
purt for the strikes in Geruiuuy und 
Is t be chief cuuse of demonstrations 
that ure alarming the Swedish gov- 
ernment. In France meatless dinners 
i —except Sundays and holidays — began 
| Wednesday, und already iu the United 
I States the hotels and clubs ure cut- 
ting down their meuus. 

I'luns for lurger crops and more 
furm labor in America were curried 
nearer to completion during the past 
week, oue notable incident was the 
departure of oOO students of the agri- 
cultural college of the University of 
Illinois to help raise Cunudu’s wheat 
crop. They are to he well paid and 
the Dominion government will give to 
each of them a homestead of 100 acres. 
On u moment’s thought such u move- 
xient as this must uin upprovul. for u 
bumper crop in Cunudu will do the 
civilized world as much good us one 
In the United States, and the Do- 
minion has been depleted of labor. 

Great Britain Gets First Loan. 

Speedy work is being done In the 
way «*f supplying tbe immediate ueeds 
of the allies of the United Stutea. In 
the first conferences with the commis- 
sioners from Eugluud and France the 
government was told thut the most 
urgeut of these needs were money, 
chips und food. It was agreed thut 
the first allotment of ihe $3.0U(),QQO.UQO 
toun would go to Great Britaiu. uud on 
Wednesday Secretary of the Treasury 
MeAdoo handed to the British ambas- 
sador a treasury warrant for S'juo.uuo.- 
u*i. Arrangements for disjtosiug of 
the immense bond issue are prai ileal- 


ly completed and France and Italy and 
Russia will get their share soon. Most 
of the money, It is understood, will he 
expended In the United States. 

The commissioners agreed that, 
next to supplying money, America 
could give t be best help by continuing 
to furnish food and by finding the ves- 
sels for Its transport to Europe, and 
they were pleased with the plans for 
building a great fleet of wooden ships. 
General Joffre, however, expressed the 
hope that In the near future a large 
contingent of American troops would 
be on the fighting line under the Stars 
and Stripes, holding that the moral 
effect of that would he tremendous. 
All of the commissioners concurred 
In the statement thut they were here 
not to nttempt to dictate to our gov- 
ernment, but to advise and assist It 
to the best of their ability aud with 
their wealth of experience. 

President Wilson/ In u conference 
with Mr. Balfour, voluntarily gave aa- 
surances t lint the United Stntes will 
fight until It achieves victory, and 
thereupon the bend of the British mis- 
sion declared that the entente allies 
would seek no treaty of ulllunce, no 
signature of the entente pledge not to 
make u separate peace with Germany. 

Germans Resist Desperately. 

“This is the Inst und deciding push, 
for we soon shall he nble to hold out 
no longer” rends the diary of a Ger- 
innn officer who wns captured last 
Monday, and thut seems to be the 
opinion of the German commander In 
chief. Judging by the desperate opposi- 
tion he Is putting up against the drive 
of the allies In northern Frnnce. Re- 
suming their part of the offensive at 
the beginning of the week, the British 
have made considerable progress, es- 
pecially along the roads from Arras 
nnd Bn pn it me to Cnrahrai. In the semi- 
open lighting their heavy howitzers 
were of little use, but tlielr field guns 
nnd machine guns were handled with 
wonderful skill nnd rapidity und the 
Germans suffered enormously. Von 
Fllndenburg threw Ills reserves Into 
the battle with a prodigality that ns- 
tonlshed Ills adversaries, and the Teu- 
tons gave ground slowly and made re- 
peated and fierce counter-attacks, 
which, however, were of little avail 
and left the ground covered with their 
slain. The German line, thanks to 
the astounding numbers of men Von 
Hindonburg has been able to bring up, 
Is still unbroken, but It Is badly bat- 
tered and Is being pushed bnck fur- 
ther nnd further toward the frontier. 

The superiority of the British In the 
air was demonstrated on Monday In 
the most spectacular manner. The 
men of the Royal Flying corps met the 
air squadrons of the Germans at an 
altitude of 15.000 feet and put them 
to rout, destroying 40 of their air- 
planes. with the loss of hut two of 
their own machines. The young Brit- 
ish pilots then carried out u series of 
daring bombing raids. 

The French devoted much of the 
week to destructive artillery fire In 
preparation for their next part In the 
“see-saw” that is being curried on with 
such skillful co-operation by Haig and 
Nlvelle, and by Thursday their Infun- 
try was again in notion. 

On the Italian. Macedonian and Rou- 
manian fronts little of moment has 
> taken place. In Mesopotamia the 
British ure still advancing, but the ex- 
pedition from Egypt that is moving up 
through I'alestine bus found the re- 
enforced Turkish forces holding a 
■ strongly intrenched position extending 
from Gaza toward Beershebu. Portu- 
gal. having decided to tuke u more 
active part In the conflict In Europe, 
has sent a large contingent of troops 
to northern France. 

There has been some stirring activ- 
ity recently In the neighborhood of 
the Straits of Dover. Two British de- 
stroyers encountered a flotilla of six 
German destroyers und ufter h furious 
combat put the foe to rout. The Ger- 
mun bouts were rammed and torpe- 
doed and raked by gunfire and at least 
two of them were sunk. The British 
vessels suffered severely but were uble 
to return to port. 

Wednesday morning a German de- 
stroyer flotilla bombarded Dunkirk 
but was driven off by tbe coast bat- 
teries and the allied patrol boats. One 
French torpedo boat was sunk. 

Russian Situation Dangerous. 

The course of events lu Russia is 
being watched with renewed anxiety. 


Tlie German and Austrian Socialist 
peace propagandists have taken from 
one of President Wilson’s addresses 
the phrase of “a peace without vic- 
tory" and are using it with some ef- 
fect. The diima and the delegates rep- 
resenting the variou s classes In tha 
councils are as firm ns ever against 
concluding a separate peace, but they 
do not find the masses of uniformed 
people easy to control. Germany Is 
reported to have started the expected 
movement ’to cut off Petrogrnd from 
the urmy, a lurge naval und military 
expedition having left Llbuu. presum- 
ably for Pertain or ltevul, and at such 
an inopportune time a great tuuny 
Russian soldiers ure deserting. These 
deserters are peasant soldiers who are 
hastening to their homes in fear that 
there will be a distribution of lauds 
of which, In their absence, they will 
not get their shurc. The old agrarian 
trouble Is coming to a head and despite 
the assurances of the authorities thut 
It cannot be settled until the consti- 
tuent assembly acts, the pcusnnts are 
In ninny localities taking the matter 
Into their own hands. 

As for the threatened German of- 
fensive, the leuders of the new Rus- 
sian government assert thut It will ha 
a good thing for Russiii even If the 
enemy should occupy Petrogrnd, for 
It will unite the nutlon in determina- 
tion to fight the war to the finish und 
nullify the efforts of the Teuton So- 
cialists. The Russian Baltic fleet and 
army sent u wireless message to the 
nlU<?<F fleets snylhg they were In com- 
plete readiness to defend free Bussia. 

President Wilson has selected the 
members of a commission that will 
visit Russia to pay this nation's re- 
spects to the new government, and 
Eliliu Root lias consented to be Its 
chairman. The other members will be 
Edward T. Hurley, Daniel Willard and 
Oscar S. Struus. 

Spain Warns the Kaiser. 

On Tuesday Spain sent to Germany , 
n note concerning submarine warfare, 
with the warning that Spanish pa- 
tience wns nearly exhausted. The 
imperial government consented to a 
parley for the “mitigation of the diffi- 
culties which have arisen In Spain." { 
King Alfonso has tried diligently to ' 
preserve neutrality, hut it seems as If j 
Ills efforts were doomed to fuilure. 

Turkey having severed diplomatic 
relations with the United States, the 
representatives of the two nations 
started for home. 

Reports thut came from Europe dur- 
ing the week told of n revival of the 
attempts to oust llethmann-Ilollweg 
from power because of his support of 
the iilans of the Socialist Scheidcmann 
for a peace without annexation and 
Indemnities. The pan-Germans, con- 
servatives and liberals all are oppos- 
ing the chancellor lu this. But Ger- 
many's foes should not count too much 
on such demonstrations, any more 
thun on the strikes there, for there la 
no reason to believe uny of them por- 
tend the overthrow of Prus.sluu uutoo I 
nicy — the one thing, probubly, thut J 
can bring the war to an curly eon- | 
elusion. 

Mayor Thompson of Chicago sue- ! 
ceeded on Thursday In attracting some 
attention to himself. He Issued a 
printed statement on the food short- 
age in which he attucked conscription, 
argued for a ban on food exports and 
' assailed the war policies of the admin- 
istration. The same day he evinced 
a disinclination to extend to Marsliul 
Joffre and the French mission an In- 
vitation to visit Chicago, saying he 
thought some of the people “might not 
be wildly enthusiastic about It.” Mayor 
Thompson is overly cureful about tha 
stability of tils Teutonic politlcul 
fences, for Chicago Is decidedly en- 
thusiastic over the proposed visit by 
the French commissioners and will 
give them a splendid welcome, plana 
for the event ure being made, tha 
mayor being Ignored. 

'J he Wisconsin senate gave a lesson 
to dlsloyul citizens by expelling from 
membership Senator Frank Huguse of 
Milwaukee, a Socialist, for refusal to ! 
retract alleged dlsloyul statements 
made by him on the floor of tile senate. 

At the hour of writing It upjs-ura 
certain that the government selective 
| conscription bill will be passed by 
both houses of congress. Agreements 
were secured lu both seuute uud house 
that assured a vote not later than

One of Hie most relentless hunts for 
slackers that lias been conducted any- 
where Is reported by the education di- 
vision of the Bussell Sage foundation. 
Experts of tills division have been 
studying the comparative Industry of 
the letters of t lie alphabet, and ltnve 
unearthed till sortft of shirking. “There 
should he n law against cruelty to the 
alphabet," complains Dr. I.eonnrd P. 
Ayres, one of t lie investigators, "six 
letters do half the work.” 

• “Study of some thousands of type- 
written letters revealed the identity 
of the lazy letters.

No Other Pastime, Unless It Be That 
of Angling, Has a Stronger Grip 
Upon Its Devotees. 


“There he delights," sn.vs nn nnelent 
writer, “that will fetch the dn.v about 
from sun to sun nnd rork the tedious 
year ns In a delightful dream." Thus, ( 
and very much after this manner, the i 
charming old prose-poel, amiably gar- 
den made, continues, page after page, 
to describe the “1,000 delights" to be 
found in the “flowery orchard" of ills 
century — describes them with an ubnn- j 
don of happiness thnt suggests the rup- 
ture of St. Bernard when hymning the 
“New Jerusalem." 

In fuel, barring the equally ancient 
and alluring pastime of going n-fishing, [ 
no hobby lias a stronger grip on Its de- 
votees than gardening, observes Fran- 
ces Duncan in Scribner's. At four 
o’clock of a summer morning Ce'.iti 
Thnxtcr could he found at work In her 
radiant little Island plot, a sister in 
spirit to old Chaucer when on Ids knees 
in the gruss at dawn to watch a daisy 
open. And these were not exceptional, 
not extraordinary cases of devotion: 
they were merely typical exponents of 
the true gardener’s passion. 

Nor is tills tense enthusiasm fleeting. 
Not in the least. It is no more tran- 
sient than the bibliomaniac's passion, 
no more evanescent titan the collector’s 
zeal, which only death enn quench. It 
is no sudden, youthful fervor; Indeed, 
it is rarely found in youth ut the storm 
and stress period, while It may be ob- 
served to he strongest in those for 
whom the days of wild enthusiasm are 
over. The bachelor clergyman or the 
quietest of spinsters, for whom other 
passion is nonexistent, will yet luvlsh 
on their gardens enough devotion to 
have won the lieurt of the most ob- 
durate of persons, enough tenderness 
to huve sufficed for the mothering of a 
dozen little ones. A garden Is the 
world of the recluse, the passion of 
the lone man or woman, the diversion 
of statesmen, the recreation of poets 
and artists of all ages. 

NEW METHODS BRING SAVING 

Application of Business Principles by 

Town Manager Finds Favor In 
Massachusetts Community. 

George F. Willett of Norwood, 
Muss., gave a talk on the business 
manager form of government for towns 
and. cities at a meeting of the Boston 
Art club recently. He showed how the 
scientilic and efficient business prin- 
ciples of a well-managed and conduct- 
ed corporation cun lie applied to the 
administration of public affairs and 
public expenditures. This system in 
Norwood, he said, has resulted in a 
more democratic form of government 
and brought about a substantial sav- 
ing in the expenditures of the town. 
The average citizen gets a better 
knowledge of affairs under that sys- 
tem, lie said. 

Norwood lias nn unpaid commission 
of live nten. They determine the poli- 
cies of the town, and paid experts un- 
der the leadership of a professional 
town manager curry them out after 
the citizens have passed upon them. 
It Is not leadership under one nmn or 
u despotic form of government, but 
tiie Intelligent response of American 
democracy to its responsibilities. 

In the crisis this country Is now fac- 
ing the speaker said tluit t lie business 
men are rushing forward to offer their 
services to help the government curry 
on a war as efficiently us possible. If 
the business men would only displuy 
the same interest In the ordinary af- 
fairs of state, he declared, millions of 
dollars would be saved yearly by the 
application of their business knowl- 
edge to the affairs of towns, cities und 
states. 

Help to Save the Treec. 

The plea of the city forester for the 
aid of citizens in protecting our street 
trees from Insect nttucks should he 
heeded. A little individual effort on 
the part of householders would be of 
great assistance. It would cost but 
little In time or trouble to remove the 
conspicuous egg-masses of the tussock 
moth, one of the worst of our tree foes 
here which lutcr hatch into voracious 
caterpillars, or to wrap the trunks with 
sticky fly-paper before the middle of 
May. The slight labor would be umply 
repuid in benettt to the trees add the 
riddance of fuzzy caterpillars crawling 
over porches and piuzzu furniture. 
Why not help a little, personally, In- 
stead of expecting the city to do It all? 
— Detroit Free Press.

However much we admire and won- 
der at the marvelous Ingenuity that 
adapts machinery to lace making, and 
however pretty machine-made lace 
may be, they can never hold the same 
place In the regard of women that 
hand-made laces hold. This is tin* rea- 
son that everyone Is so industriously 
crocheting and knitting and making 
tatting In these busy days. Kven busi- 
ness women, on elevated trains or curs, 
going to and from offices, often prefer 
lace-muklng to reading, and probably 
have about as much detinite knowledge 
of current events as those who devote 
themselves everyday to newspapers. At 
all events they have something to show 
for tlnflr time. 

Hand-made laces are more durable 
than tliosc made liy machines — as a 
rule — and they make the most accept- 
able of gifts to woman friends. Just 
now yokes for gowns, or corset covers, 
or combinations, appear to have seized 
the attention of those who know how 
to crochet.

SAVORY DISHES FROM ITALY. 

Our simple mutincr of cooking muon- ^ 
mill, one of the commonest of Italian 
dishes. Is not a 
simple disli when 
prepared by them. 

Macaroni a la 
Ristori. — Wipe a 
pound of lean beef, 
add a fourth of a 
pound of raw ham 
cut in dice, and a ' 
large onion sliced, 
"ash and remove t lit* stems from a 

pound of tomatoes cm in small pieces; 

Place nil together in a large simee- 
’*ii ii wiili two tiihlespooiifuls of olive 
oil. a sprig of parsley and ii bay leaf; 
simmer gently for two hours, then add 
one pint of boiling water and eontiiitie 
to cook until the sauce becomes re- 
duced and thickened into a mass in 
which the difl'erent ingredients are 
well blended. Cook Ihe iiinetiroiii un- 
til tender, drain mid plnee a layer in 
ii serving dish, sprinkle generously 
with Parmesan cheese and cover with 
the meat sauce. Repent until the dish 
Is tilled. Cover closely and let stand 
in the oven for live minutes until well 
blended. 

Chicken Livers With Mushrooms. — 

Cook ihe livers (six of them) with the 
same niiiiihei- of coarsely chopped ! 
mushrooms in a cupful of stock for \ 
ii half hour: cool nml drain. Prepare | 
n hatter with two lahlespoonfiils of 
flour, a little milk, and sail and pepper 
to taste, and one lieaten egg. Add Ihe 
livers and mushrooms and drop by 
spoonfuls in a little hot fat in a fry- 
ing pan. Cook until a golden brown 
on each side and drain thoroughly lu*- 
forc serving. 

Chestnut Creams. — Boil, shell and 
skin a pound of large chestnuts. I’a- 
them through a sieve, add the juice of 
two oranges, sugar to taste, and add a 
half pint of heavy cream, whipped. 
Serve in sherbet cups garnished with 
whole chestnuts and a cherry or a 
small cube of jelly of bright color. 

Cooked chestnuts and orange rind 
cooked in a sirup, using only the yel- 
low of t lie rind, then served with Idts 
of fresh orange and mayonnaise on 
water cross or head lettuce makes a 
most delightful salad, which we can 
appreciate on tills side of the water.

If small, may he cut in halves, 
thus serving two, or. if large, 
cul In slices for three or four. 
Arrange these pieces of tomato on head 
lettuce and heap on each slice a spoon- 
ful of finely diced cucumber mixed 
with finely minced soul hern onion, 
then serve vvilli cither French or may- 
onnaise dressing. 

A few dates and raisins added to 
Waldorf salad makes a change and Is 
liked.

HOME LIFE OF THE BASS. 

My Dear Buck: 

You ask for a little Info on tho 
habits and home lifo of tho black bass 
and when ami whero to find him. Tho 
bass, both largo and small-mouthed, ■ 
Is a roanier, a llvdy i active hunter for 
tho best place to gorge himself on the 
choice minnows, crawfish and helga- 
mite, with a dessert from tho surface 
of the water of moths, files and frogs. 
He is a great little traveler, and soon 
becomes big chief of the waters in 
which he lives. With such a varied 
menu, you will find him ever ready for 
a fight, equally eager for fly-hook, 
trolling-spoon, live bait or plug, right 
on the Job to put up a struggle that 
will test your skill. You can fish for 
him night or day as he is a 24-hour , 
feeder, but early morning and late ' 
afternoon is the surest time to get him j 
right. He is an active rogue and 
continually rising from the bottom to 
tho surface, at times Jumping above 
tho water in pursuit of his feed. He 
changes his home and feeding ground 
as the season passes. In the spring 
ho is found in the shallow water In 
the streams and rivers, below rapids 
and riflles, as the water warms up he 
moveB to the deep pools lying along- 
side of windfalls and logs, rocky 
ledges and weedy spots. During ttio 
hot summer he migrates to greater 
depths where the water is cool. Like- 
wise in tho lakes, the bass are "at 
home," in the spring, in the shallow- 
est places, lying off of the sand bars 
and gravel formation, you can count 
on a good catch, close inshore in the 
very low water. A little later when 
the weeds, lilies and reeds are well 
grown you will find him in that vi- 
cinity. Both the large and small- 
mouthed bass are often found In the 
same lakes, but in different locali- 
ties. The small-mouth favors tho 
stony bars or shoals varying in depth 
from two to forty or fifty feet, while 
the large-mouth prefers the weeds and 
muddy bottoms. 

East Wind Not So Bad. 

Weather conditions have been 
blamed since the time of Noah for an 
empty stringer or creel. Rainy days, 
pleasant days, all kinds of winds and 
especially an east wind have befen 
cussed as the cause of “fisherman's 
luck." Remember this, the bass 
keeps on filling the feed-bag Just the 
same, and an east wind is better than 
no wind at all. You will get more 
bass when the surface of the water is 
slightly ruffled by a breeze than when 
fishing on a clear still day. Last year, 
at the opening of the season in Wis- 
consin, Jim and I landed 19 fine large- 
mouth bass from a little bay 
in something less than an hour, 
one casting while the other held the 
boat off Bhore. There was quite a 
stiff east wind blowing and the sur- 
face of the water was broken by a 
continuous roll of small waves. The 
bass ranged from two and one-half to 
five pounds t»ud were caught between 
five and six o'clock, aftey we had 
fished all day with very poor luck, 
j These fish. Buck, were caught with 
a white Wilson wobbler with a red 
head and with a Jamison Coaxer plug. 

Baas Have Keen Sight. 

While playing the game, don't for a 
minute forget that a bass has eyes, 
and he Bure knows how to use them. 
Once he lamps you, your bait or lures 
are not for him, he has moved to 
other quarters. Don't stand in the 
boat and open up with a personally 
conducted sightseeing tour before 
you cast. Ho also hears, and often 
you will think that he is exceptionally 
keen in both of these senses. While 
* in a boat bear in mind that sound vi- 
brations carry farther in the water 
than you cast, and under water sounds 
mean a frightened fish. Save useless 
casts in a pool from which the fish 
have vamoosed, don't telegraph the 
bass before inviting him to come iu 
out of the wet. 

A bass will always gorge ltiB food, 
but there is quite a difference in 
his mouthing of baitB. If you are 
fishing with live bait, a minnow, 
crawfish or frog, be will strike without 
much force and will mull the bait 
around in bis mouth a bit before swal- 
lowing it, in fact with a live min- 
now he will turn it around in his 
mouth and swallow it headfirst. In 
this case do not strike him too quick- 
ly, but give him a little time to play 
the bait before striking. A bass han- 
dles a live bait somewhat similar to 
the play of a cat with a mouse it has 
caught. Many a time I have torn a 
minnow in half through striking too 
soon, having the pleasure of baiting 
again instead of landing the bass that 
had a half hold on my bait. If you are 
using a wooden minnow or plug, how- 
ever, strike quickly right after the 
basB strikes, as he immediately dis- 
covers that it is not a choice morsel

The average funner does not have 
one-lialf the trouble running a car that 
falls to the lot of the city man. He Is 
constantly handling machinery, und 
knows the vulue of good care In Its 
use. But he, too, is at times likely to 
have trouble, and It Is a good plan to 
group the possible troubles Into a 
small space. This has been well done 
in the following eight rules for the 
cure of the automobile: 

"First — See that the gusoline tank 
contains a sufficient quantity of gaso- 
line; tbut there is plenty of oil in the 
crunk cuse; that the radiator is filled 
with water und that the tires ure prop- 
erly influted. 

“Second — Lift hood and screw 
down grease cups; inspect the cooler 
connections und the wiring to the 
magneto, coll und spurk plugs; oil the 
valve stems und push rods; inspect 
oil pump and fittings. 

"Third — Screw down grease cups 
on front springs and front uxle; see 
that the nuts on the spring bolts ure 
tight ; give grease cup on steering 
geur housing u turn. 

"Fourth — Remove floor hourds and 
oil the gear-shifting mechanism; also 
the clutch und bruke mechanism. 

"Fifth — Screw down greuse cups on 
the rear springs and see that the 
spring bolt nuts ure tight. Inspect the 
differential housing for ioose nuts or 
bolts ; examine the brakes and screw 
down grease cups over brake shuft. 

“Sixth — Fill lumps if necessary ; Jn- 
spect the body holts and fender bolts: 
fill all greuse cups with good grade of 
medium weight grease; keep the 
wheel rims free from mud and sharp 
edges; clean the body and lenders. 

“Seventh — Occasionally Jack up cur 
under frame; pry the spring leaves 
upart with a heavy screwdriver und 
lubricate between leaves with graphite 
| mixed in oil ; keep transmission cuse 
and differential case two-thirds tilled 
with u good grade, medium gruvity 
| grease. 

"Eighth — Occasionally drain oil from 
crank case und then flush out crank 
case by j touring gasoline or kerosene 
through breather tubes. Every ten duy* 
or so put two or three taMcspooufula 
• ■f kerosene in each cylinder to cut 
.•urbou und let Mam) over night. If

Ttie Invention of a crank shall lire | 
pump on which patents have been re- 
contly Issued makes the adaptation of 
a motor-driven tire pump comparative- 
ly simple. By driving the pump from 
the end of the crank shaft the whole i 
power of the motor Is behind It and 
there is no danger to the timing, unl- 
versals and water pump packing, along 
the secondary shafts. Automobile en- 
gineers have never favored driving 
pumps by gears from these side shafts, 
as the Intermittent pounding of gears i 
makes trouble sooner or later. The 
crank shaft pump Is carried in the 
tool case and kept clean from road 
dust and grease. 


CHANGE OF LUBRICATING OIL 

Friction Is Greatly Increased in En- 
gine When Carbon and Gum Are 
Present in Lubricant. 

Not enough attention Is given by 
drivers of automobiles to the elmaging 
of the lubricating oil In the crank case, 
says Prof. H. L. Thomson of the De- 
partment of Farm Engineering at 
Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical 
College. Fresh oil is poured in the 
crank case from time to lime, inn no 
thought is given to what happens to 
this oil. 

The oil breaks down into gum and 
carbon as it wears out. neither of 
which will lubricate. Pouring fresh 
oil into this mixture simply dilutes it. 
There is also water, which will sep- 
arate from oil into the bottom of the 
crank ease, as well as dirt and mate- 
rial which will have a tendency to 
clog up the strainer of the oil pump. 


| To operate. Insert the shaft of the 
pump In the crunk hole below the m 
dint or so that the clutch on the pump 
shaft engages ihe cranking pin on the 
end of ihe motor shaft. The pump 
. body is then Instfmtly rlunipcd to ihe 
cross member of the elmsls. The hose 
is then connected to the thv and mo- 
tor started. This type of putup does 
j away with the machine shop expense 
, of installing geared pumps, and dues 
not complicate the mechanism nf the 
j motor. 

These pumps are not adapted to ev- 
ery make of car as some of them are 
arranged with crank clutches with 
[ spring throw outs. 


Once in every 2.000 miles the crank 
case should he drained of oil and the 
oil strainer cleaned. A gallon of ker- 
osene Is put in and t lu* engine run for 
about a minute and the kerosene' 
drained off. It Is surprising how black 
and dirty this kerosene will be, and 
what dirt it will bring out with If. 
Then when fresh oil is put la the crank 
case the engine has a clean nil. Fa- 
der such treatment the hearings will 
stand up for a long time without tak- 
ing up. The wear on the whole in- 
ternal mechanism of the motor will be 
much less. In addition to this, the 
driver will save many dollars in fuel 
bills. Friction is greatly increased mi 
the side of tin* engine when carbon and 
gum are present in the lubricant, and 
it will lake more power to run an en- 
gine. and the engine will have less pow- 
er to drive the car. ('hanging the oil 
its often as this Is apparently an ex- 
pensive procedure, hut really is the 
cheapest Insurance for long life that 
the engine can have.

HOMEMADE POLISH FOR AUTO 

Excellent Surface Can Be Secured by 
Ualng Mixture of Boiled Linseed 
Oil and Turpentine. 

For furniture or automobile bodies 
an excellent polish can be innde by 
thinning down boiled linseed oil with 
turpentine. This should be applied 
sparingly to the clean surface with a 
cloth and should be rubbed briskly 
with a soft cloth or cotton waste. 
It is best not to use body polish on u 
i cur until the gloss has become dull. 

Another polish recommended by au- 
tomobile experts Is made from 1 gal- 
lon of turpentine, 3% ounces of oltro- 
ncllu oil, 1 pint of paraffin oil or light 
cylinder oil and 1 tfc ounces of oil of 
cedar. When the finish on a car has 
become very dull the appearance can 
he greatly improved by rubbing with 
a mixture of cylinder oil and kero- 


Watch Rim Bolt*. 

On account of the heavy struia to 
which bolts of demountable rims arc 
subjected, it is advisable to make fre- 
quent Inspections nod see that all nuts 
are kept tight. If the threads of any 
holts are worn, put in new bolts, as 
many unnecessary accidents occur 
tiirough this neglect.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

America in War to the Finish, and 
Allies Rely on Her for the 
Victory. 

U-BOAT MENACE IS GROWING 


Conflict Will Be Long and Not Easily 

Won — British and French Commis- 
sion* Urge Early Dispatch of 
United State* Troop* to 
Europe. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

America Is in the war ngnlnst Ger- 
mnny to the finish, according to the 
verbal pledge given the British und 
French commissioners by President 
Wilson nnd according to the spirit of 
determination shown by the govern- 
ment and the people. And it Is high 
time, for the entente allies virtually 
admit their hopes of victory are now 
founded on the assistance to be given 
by the United States. 

Tills dependence upon America has 
been brought about mainly by two cir- 
cumstances — the increasing success of 
Germany's U-boat campaign and the 
disorganized state of affairs In Rus- 
sia. 

Cabinet members and others in high 
place were at especial pains during 
last week to impress upon the Amer- 
ican people the fact that the war is 
not to he won easily or soon. “We 
might as well wake up to the fact that 
the situation Is serious," snid Secretary 
Lansing. “If we don’t light the war 
on the other side,” said Secretary 
Lane, “we slinll have to fight It on 
this side of the Atlantic.” Secretary 
Daniels declared the administration Is 
concentrating Its energies on the prob- 
lem of defeating the German subma- 
rine campaign," the gravest menace of 
this conlllct. “It is good to learn, al- 
so from Secretary Dunlels, that Thom- 
as A. Kdlson is at work with 75 as- 
sistants on electrical and mechanical 
devices to aid in the capture und de- 
struction of undersea craft. 

Most of the German U-boats, It ap- 
pears. are built at Kiel and sent out 
from thnt port througli Swedish waters. 
Great Britain is now trying to per- 
suade Sweden to permit her to use these 
waters for the purpose of blocking tbe 
exit of the submarines. 

Two. three, even five years more of 
warfare is freely predicted by govern- 
ment officials, and they ure going 
ahead with their preparations on that 
basis. It may well be that the Unit- 
ed Stutes will have to druft, train and 
put in the field u greater army than 
any that has been raised by any other 
country. Every resource of the na- 
tion must be brought into action and 
every individual will lie called on to 
help so far as in him lies. 

At the present writing the outlook 
Is rather gloomy, hut It Is inconceiv- 
able that, once aroused to the great 
task before it, America can full to win 
the ultimate victory. 

Busy in War Councils. 

The British and French war com- 
missioners have been exceedingly 
busy in Washington helping to plan 
the part America is to have In t!i« 
war. It seems to be agreed thut Uncle 
Sum shall have virtual control of 
the food supplies fur t tie allied 
countries. In uddltinn to this we are 
expected to furnish much of the neces- 
sury shipping, and a sturt In that line 
was made during the week when the 
senate passed a resolution emitower- 
ing tile president to seize at ouce the 
interned Genuau und Austrluu boats. 
Several of these big vessels were 
promptly turned over to the allies. 

As had been predicted, tiie British 
and French commissioners, especially 
the latter, niude as pluiu as possible, 
without actually udvlslug it. their be- 
lief thut an American urmy should be 
sent to Europe without delay, both for 
the moral effect and because mure 
men really are needed on the fighting 
line. It is admitted that intensive 
training cun be best obtuiued back of 
the lines, and it is wholly probable 
that the first troops will go over very 


soon and will be followed nt frequent 
intervals by other detachments. The 
Stars and Stripes is likely to he flying 
before long in both France and Bus- 
sin. 

Toward the end of the week the 
French commission took time* for a 
visit to Chicago and other cities. Mar- 
shal Joffre and his colleagues were 
welcomed everywhere with up ncclnlm 
that testified eloquently to the love 
and admiration the American people 
have for the French. In the course 
of their trip the visitors went to 
Springfield, 111., and placed wreaths on 
the tomb of Lincoln, as they already 
had done on the tomb of Washington 
at Mt. Vernon. 

England Is Alarmed. 

Finally awakened to the deadly 
menace In the activities of the Ger- 
man submarines, the people of Great 
Britain nre clamoring. In the press 
and in parliament, for a change In the 
admiralty personnel of methods thnt 
shall give some promise of relieving 
the situation. The terror of hunger 
and of possible defent In the war ts 
on them, and they are calling bitterly 
for more action by their great navy. 
“Where nre our own submarines und 
why do they not do something?” Is 
the demand. The policy of the ad- 
miralty In conceullng the full truth 
about the success of the U-boat cam- 
paign Is attacked on all sides. It Is 
admitted that the Germnns nre sink- 
ing vessels fnster thnn the allies can 
build them, ami though the United 
Stutes is counted on to supply n grent 
number of bottoms, thnt uld, it Is 
feared, may come too late. 

To guess at what took place In Ger- 
many and Austria during May Day 
week would be futile, for the Swiss 
and Dutch frontiers were closed nnd 
tiie censorship of the news was abso- 
lute. It was slated officially that the 
May Day celebrations were peaceful 
In both the empires. 

The German relehstng resumed Its 
session Wednesday and Dr. Johannes 
Kaempf, president of the chamber, 
made a hitter attack on President Wll- 
'son, accusing him of seeking to divide 
the German people. Doctor von Beth- 
mnnn-Hollweg, the imperial chancellor, 
had Intended to mnke a speech on in- 
ternational relations nnd was expected 
to announce Germany’s peace terms, 
hut postponed the address "to a more 
fitting occasion." Spokesmen for the 
entente allies already had declared no 
suggestions of peace terms from Ger- 
many would be considered at this time. 

Austria Is in sad state nnd the news 
that has filtered out from that country 
<luring tiie week indicates that the en- 
tire nation, from the emperor down, 
demands nn early end of the wur, on 
any terms obtainable. But Chnrles 
may not he able to wriggle out from 
the Iron grasp of the kaiser. 

What About Russia? 

Still a big black Interrogation point 
must be piuced ufter Russia. The rest 
of the world really knows little of 
what is going on there, hut It Is evi- 
dent that If the kaiser were not kept so 
busy on the western front, lie might 
break through the Hussluu lines below 
Riga with comparative ease. New 
rules for (lie Russian army have been 
promulgated, and how under them any 
effectiveness and cohesion In the army 
can l>e maintained it is impossible to 
conceive. The officers seem to have 
been deprived of all powers of discip- 
line and nearly everything is put in tiie 
control of committees of the soldiers. 
The “common people” ure ut the helm 
over there, und it will he only by 
God’s mercy If they do not drive their 
new republic onto t lie rocks of disas- 
ter because of tlieir Inexperience and 
their exorbitant demands. Tiie peace 
party in Russia still denies vehemently 
t lint It has any Ideu of advocating a 
sepurute |»euce, and there is encour- 
agement In the fact that the soldiers 
who deserted and went home ure fust 
returning to tiie ranks. 

On May 1 the Russian provisional 
government sent to its representatives 
in the allied countries a note giving as- 
surance that the chunge In government 
could give no pretext for uuy slacken- 
ing on the part of Russia in tiie com- 
mon struggle of all the entente allies. 

1 and that on the contrary, the nation 
was even more determined to bring the 
war to a decisive victory. 

One of tiie first things America will 
do to help Russia is to send a comuus- 
1 sion of four experts to reorganize tiie 
truii>i»oriatiou facilities of the uew re- 


public. One member of tills body will 
he John F. Stevens, who was chief 
engineer of the I’nnnimi canal com- 
mission before General Goethals. 

There was no great change In tiie 
fighting line in France during the week. 
The French and British both made 
some gains and consolidated the posi- 
tions they had already won. and tiie 
fierce artillery duels continued, day 
und night. But the Germans brought 
tip more nnd more of their reserves 
and contested every inch of ground. It 
seems probable that they will continue 
to give way slowly in order to save 
their men. and St. Quentin may he 
evacuated before long. The bloodiest 
fighting of the week took place nt Ar- 
leur and Oppy, east of Arras, where 
the British were attacking. 

Tiie British begun another drive on 
Thursday, attacking on a 12-tnlle front, 
both north nnd south of tiie Scarpe 
river. Despite desperate resistance 
by tiie Germans they took a number of 
Important strategic positions, Including 
the town of Fresnoy. Tiie Germans 
ure constructing a new emergency line 
of trenches from Quennt, north to 
Droeourt, and trying to hold the Brit- 
ish hack until it is completed. 

In Mesopotamia the Turks wore de- 
feated by General Maude’s troops on 
both hanks of tiie Shatt-el-Adhnm and 
driven hack into the Jebel Hamriti 
hills. From Constantinople entne tiie 
surprising news thnt tiie city of Mush, 
In Turkish Armenia, laid been evacu- 
ated by the Russians and occupied by 
the Turks. I’etrograd lias not con- 
firmed this announcement. 

Recruiting Speeds Up. 

Recrulilng for the regular army was 
satisfactory last week, and tiie nnvy de- 
partment announced on Tuesday that 
the enlisted personnel was S7.0S2, or 82 
more tiian tiie maximum strength of 
tiie navy under existing law. Tiie pas- 
sage of the army bill with tiie selec- 
tive draft feature, tiie prospect thnt 
American troops would soon lie sent to 
France nnd Colonel Roosevelt's rous- 
ing address In Chicago nil contributed 
to help tiie recruiting enmpnign. 

A great strike of union -tinkers In 
Chicago alnritied the big city by the 
lake and Incidentally attracted the at- 
tention of the federal authorities be- 
cause most of the strikers nre of Ger- 
man birth or parentage, and might lie 
tnken into custody as ulien enemies. 
There were intimations nlso that the 
government might take over the opera- 
tion of some of the large bakeries be- 
cause the naval training station at 
Grent Lnkes is dependent on the city 
for Its bread supply. Fortunntely for 
nil concerned, tiie strike wus ended 
Friday through the efforts of United 
Stutes District Attorney Clyne. 

In New York two Germnns were ar- 
rested with u picric ncld bomb In their 
possession nnd confessed to u plot to 
blow up a "big Wall street Institution’’ 
and commit other outrages to affect 
tiie stock market for speculative pur- 
poses. 

Capt. Franz von Rlntelen was put 
on trial in New York as the ugent 
througli whom Germany is alleged to 
liuve expended more tliun $500,000 in 
an effort to abrogate foreign policies 
of this nation und to corrupt American 
labor. 

Another German, Baron Alhnrd von 
detn Busche-Muench, said to be a cous- 
in of Count von Bernstorff, was arrest- 
ed in San Francisco as an enemy alien. 

The United Stutes government on 
Thursday took two lmiHirtant steps' in 
the effort to reduce the high cost of 
foodstuffs. The first wus the an- 
nouncement that the United Stutes und 
Caiimlu had agreed to co-operate lii 
reguluting the price of wheut in all 
North America. Tills is to lie done 
in such u wuy thut increased produc- 
tion will be stimulated und tiie price 
to the consumer steadied by the guar- 
anteeing of a minimum price to the 
producer and the prevention of specu- 
lation by middlemen. 

The second step was the introduc- 
tion of a hill in the house giving tiie 
president the widest possible powers 
in dealing with foodstuffs, clothing, 
fuel and other necessities of life. 

Guatemala bus joined the enemies 
of Germany by severing diplomatic re- 
lations and the Chilean minister to 
Germany bus demanded his puss|iorts. 
Brazil's early entry into tiie war is 
forecust by the resignation of Dr. 
Luuro Mueller, the Brazilian foreign 
minister, who has been attacked us 
being unduly friendly to Germany.

Thorn Is little sntlsfnctlon Ruined 
by the man who goes Into the building 
of n home blindly. In most eases such 
n man oversteps himself, gets hope- 
lessly in debt and condemns the home- 
Imlldlng Idea because of his own folly. 
Most people obtain such pleasure out 
of owning their own home that they 
nre willing to make some sacrifice to 
obtain It. However, If this sacrifice 
takes the proportions of a burden 
which must be carried for too long 
a time. Its oppression will over- 
shadow the pleasure which should he 
obtained from the home. 

This does not mean that a man is 
wrong in going Into debt to obtain a 
home. It means that he think well 
and figure carefully before taking ac- 
tion. If he can easily clear up all In- 
debtedness in three or perhaps five 
years, he Is Justified in going Into the 
mutter of a home with his architect 
and builder. 

Ills first step In the analysis of the 
problem should ho carefully to figure 
his probable resources over the period 
which he Is willing to give to inly- 
ing for his home. The mun who has 
formed the habit of recording bis 
current expenses accurately is very 
much better able to handle the prob- 
lem than the man who bus only his 
memory to help him. Suppose the 
prospective home builder decides that 
he is willing to build If he can clear 
himself In five years. He should look 
over his expense account for the pre- 
ceding five years and determine ns 
closely as possible what his yearly ex- 
pense has been for food, clothing, 
pleasure, sickness nrpl nil other such 
Items, exclusive of rent. 

If his expenses have shown an in- 
crease over the five-year period, it is 


A rough balance may here he estab- 
lished. There Is a certain amount 
which tna,v he spent In the construc- 
tion of the house so that the expenses 
before the house Is built will he eqtinl 
to those after the house Is built. Ordl- 
nfirlly, when this condition exists the 
total cost of construction must he ■ 
paid from a sum In the hands of the 
owner at the time of building. In 
ense It Is necessary to borrow a por- ] 
tlon of the money, the expenses over | 
the five-year period will Include tho 
amount borrowed, plus Interest up to 
tbe time of payment. Of course. If 
tbe bouse Is paid for out of a sum 
which has been earning interest, this 
interest will cease coining In.

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AGAINST THE WOODEN FENCE 

» ' 

New York Society Seeks to Substitute 
Wire for Boards Around Yard* 
of Tenement Houses. 

Wooden fences, such as mark oft 
yards in the rear of most tenement 
houses, have been condemned by the 
tenement house committee of tlie 
Charity Organization Society of New 
j York, "Long dreary rows of hideous 
board fences, which invite fire and the 
accunmiulntlon of rubbish,” must go 
and in their place be substituted by 
open wire fences, the committee de- 
clares. 

"Every owner of nn apnrtment or 
tenement house, every builder and 
architect will be called upon In . this 
campaign. It Is the purpose to wage 
a crusade for several months, investi- 
gators being convinced that the open 
wire fence will do much to provide 
more attractive and sanitary rear 
yards through the city. 

"A constant fire danger, nn excellent 
hiding place for thieves, an encour- 
agement to the accumulation of rub- 
bish, quickly weatherworn and trans- 
formed Into nn eyesore, the board 
fence makes tenement yards worso 
than useless. 

“Children find them unattractive to 
play In; they are no incentives for 
planting grass and flowers; they de- 
tract from the tenant’s supply of light 
and air, and are in every way unde- 
sirable. 

“With tho change to metal fences 
tenement yards will become attractive 
playgrounds for children, will encour- 
age competition among tenants in 
keeping the premises clean, and In ad- 
dition will allow tho light and air to 
circulate freely. 

“The use of metal fences in tene- 
xnent yards should do more to solve 
the problem of providing play space 
for children than any movement that 
has been undertaken in years.”

Misuse of Vines. 

The mission of the vine is not to 
smother and obscure tlie beuuty of 
architecture, but to embellish It light- 
ly, with u delicate, almost frugile 
touch ; to relieve the hursh monoton- 
ous lines too often present. Vines 
lose their beauty as they lose all 
chance of contrast with architecture 
over which they clumber. Iluibllugs 
: nnd other mau-mude things are un- 
chunglng; vines ure constantly chang- 
ing. The beauty of contrast Is greut- 
I est while the first-present Is still dom- 
inant. When the building or other 
object is liulf covered with vines the 
churn und beuuty of contrast is on 
the wane. There is, in addition, an 
air of desolution and neglect about 
any object entirely or even ueurly cov- 
ered with vines. It suggests abandon- 
ment by mun to the gruduul annihila- 
tion by the forces of nature, the con- 
templation of which is unpleasant* It 
Is the duty of man to subdue iiutufu 
ere this coarse overgrowth becomes 
too pronounced. Preserve the "delicate, 
clinging mantle of the vine.” 

Growing Street Treea. 

Trees grown for street or highway 
' pluming, especially the deciduous 
1 species und varieties, should be grown 
, for two or three years in the nursery 
i und transplanted once euch year, root- 
pruned und top-pruned at euch moving. 
; This treatment will induce u vigorous 
und well-distributed root system of u 
I greut number of feeding fillers in u 
1 small ureu. The side shoots on tlie stem 
should be removed to u height of six or 
; seven feet, carefully trimming the 
trunk so scars will heal over smooth. 
1 The earlier these are removed the 
quicker will tlie recovery he and tlie 
smoother the tree trunk. Trees so 
treated will at three years of age he 
ten to fifteen feet high with a d'ameter 
of ut least two inches ut the buse. 
Trees so grown will quickly adjust 
themselves to new positions and after 
tlie first year prove quite resourceful if 
I' ft to themselves, without special cure 
if in fuvorublc locations.

The Lexington, which is to bo built 
at Fore River, is exactly the same ns 
the Constitution with the single ex- 
ception that the Constitution will 
have special quarters to accommodate 
the Admiral in command of the fleet, 
together with his staff.

Arsenical lly-de- 
slro.vlng devices must be rated as 
extremely dangerous, and should 
never l>e used, even if olher meas- 
ures are not at Laud. 11

Plan to Withdraw From National 
Association by Class AA. 


International, American Aaaoclatlon 

and Pacific Coast Organisations 
Dissatisfied — To Be Brought 
Up at Next Meeting. 

(By JACK VF.TOCK. International News 
Sports Editor.) 

O. W. Wnthen, president of the Lou- 
isville American Association club nnd 
vice president of the league, expressed 
the sentiment of tho three big minor 
leagues recently when he said plans 
ure being made for a withdrawal from 
the National association by class AA 
longues. 

For a number of years tho three Mg 
minor leagues — tho International, I’a- 
j cific Const and the American Associa- 
tion — have been tho minority faction 
lu tin* national organization. Last fall, 
for the first time, they succeeded In 
dominating the annual meeting of tin* 
minor leagues at New Orleans. They 
managed to secure a resolution on the 
part of the association asking for n 
change In the draft rules, and the sup- 
port the move received was n real 
surprise. 

But the three Mg minors are not 
satisfied. They feel that they should 
he permitted to withdraw as active 
members of the National association. 
They would like to be recognized ns 
a third party to the national agree- 
ment, for they feel that the affairs 
of their leagues are of no vital In- 
: terest to the smaller minors nnd they 
believe they could conduct their busi- 
ness to n much better ndvnntnge on 
the outside. 

President Edward Barrow of the 
International League has admitted 
thnt such a plan Is on foot, and he 
Intimates that It will he brought up 
at the next meeting of the national 
association, which Is to be held In 
Louisville next November. 

Tho plan being worked out by tin* 
big minors Is expected to receive the 
support of tlie national commission, 
for It will In no way Interfere with 
the smaller minors, nnd It will not 
affect the major leagues in any way. 

Class AA owners feel they should 
ho set apart from the smaller leagues, 
because they nre In a distinct class 
by themselves. Furthermore, the 
vast amount of business In which 
the many small leagues nre inter- 
ested has little or no interest for AA 
owners, except In a very few cases 
where there Is n controversy over 
players. Many of these cases are 
threshed out between the owners 
themselves. 

The new move of the Mg minors 
Is In no wuy tin attempt to cut loose 
from the protecting wing of organ- 
ized baseball. They merely feel that 
they, ns n distinct branch of the na- 
tional game, should he permitted to 
form an organization of their own 
nnd operate under the laws of or- 
ganized baseball in the same manner 
ns the National Association does at 
present.

FLY TACKLE FOR BEGINNER. 

My Dear Buck: 

You want to get Into tho fly-casting 
game, hut you fool that tho price of 
an outfit 1b high. Thnt all depends, 
old man, on how you go about It. You 
have heard bo much nbout rods nt $2t> 
to $50 and so on, that it makes you 
feel sick when you think of practicing 
on such high priced tackle. You ex- 
pect to glvo tho tackle Bomo hard 
knocks before you get tho hang of the 
sport and you sec your bankroll with 
a healthy case of shrinkage during tho 
operation. 

For a starter there Is no need of 
going deepor Into the mint for an out- 
fit than say $15 to $18 and If you do 
feol like playing her n little higher, 
$25 makes a limit, nnd at that you can 
get a good serviceable outfit that wilt 
take you through tho season and give . 
you a working practice that will make 
you a "stay-for-sure" fly-caster. 

Select Rod With Care. 

Of course every fellow wants as fine 
an outfit ns he can select after he’s In 
the game and hns the rough edges 
worn off. A rod for instance should 
have the same consideration that one 
gives to the selection of a shotgun 
or rifle. It takes the same placo in tho 
fishing kit that tho gun does in tho 
hunting layout. A fellow pays a good 
price for a gun, he selects the best 
he can get and is mighty partlculsr 
about the drop — tho boro and nil de- 
tails, because ho depends on his gun 
to stand him well at tho right mo- 
ment. Therefore as the rod holds the 
same value to the fisherman, the caro 
In selection and tho money put into 
the rod covers a big vital point In tho 
outfit. 

However, for a starter we can select 
a well made and serviceable line of 
tackle at a very moderate cost. Here 
Is an outfit, from which a selection 
can be made at either end. as to 
price, and It will cover tackle good 
enough for any beginner. You can 
buy the $5 rod or the $10 one or go 
anywhere between, and you will get 
good value as far as service goes. 

Outfit for the Beginner. 

Fly rod of split bamboo or steel, $5 
to $10. 

Reel, single action, click, $1 to $5. 

Enameled waterproof silk line, $1.5tV. 

Half dozen 6 foot gut leaders, $1.?K. 

Two dozen artificial flies, about 
eight patterns, $3. 

Fly book, $1.50. * 

Wicker creel or basket, $2. 

Landing net (folding), $1.25. 

Leader box, 25c. 

In selecting your rod, make It a 9 t(X 
9!4 foot in length, 6 ounce weight, 
three piece with extra tip, snake guides. 
German silver ferrules and solid metal 
reel Beat. Tha rod when together 
should turn around in the hand with 
exactly the same droop all around. It 
should show an even curve without 
lopping over to one side and have 
plenty of action when you whip or 
bend It. 

The line should be enameled water- 
proof silk, level braided size E. Hero 
you can go a little deeper If you wdsh 
and get a doubla tapered lino, which 
being lighter at the ends makes less 
friction In going through the guides 
and enables you to shoot out the lino 
for greater distance in your casts; 
however a level braided lino will an- 
swer the purpose. 

Tho reel Is not as Important in fly- 
casting as in bait-casting, as it is 
merely used to store surplus line. The 
featherweight, 60-yard size, weighing 
3 ounces, makes a good all round reel, 
while the automatics are coming into 
use to a greater extent each season. 

Flies You Swear By. 

Whip a stream for a few hours trying 
every fly in your kit without a rise, 
when the fish nre "off," und then pick 
a fly at the windup when they happen 
to he "on” and get a well-filled creel 
and you will play that fly clean across 
the board, until the same thing hap- 
pens over again with another fly. One 
well-known fisherman who eurria-fe In 
his kit an assortment of about a dozen 
flies, admits that In the past five years 
he has seldom used other than three 
flies and he is some fisherman at that, 
not the porch variety. 

For the eight patterns to go with 
the above outfit let it go at Coachman, 
Professor, Queen of Waters, Cow 
| Dung, Brown Hackle, Silver Doctor, 
McGinty and Emerson Hough Buck- 
tall. This last named fly is a new one 
to most trout fisherman, but It sure is 
a killer. It isn't a very fancy looking 
cuss, Just an ordinary sort of a fly 
that don't shine up alongside of the 
dainty looking feathery affairs, but to 
those who have used It, it holds the 
first place In their fly book, becauae 
It Is certainly some creel filler. 

With tha above tackle, Buck, yon 
! can have rnc.-ty pleasant days oa the 
trout Btreams and feel that you are 
Jearning a game that has added 41- 
tractlous every time you play It.

Royal Belcher. 

Royal Belcher, one of the best-known 
residents of Braintree and junior vice- 
commander of Gen. Sylvanus Thayer 
Post 87, G. A. It , died May 4 at his home 
on Tremont street, aged£76. During the 
Civil War Mr. Belcher joined Troop I, 
3d Massachusetts Cavalry, in August, 
1862, and remained in the service until 
mustered out In May, 1865. Mr. Belcher 
was prominent in Grand Army circles and 
was a past commander of Post 87.

MARKED ROADS ARE TREAT TO MOTORISTS 1 ERROR IN CLIMBING 


ioing Up Hills “On the High 
Gear” Is Bad Practice. 

FORUSH AND INJURIOUS IDEA 
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UNIQUE ROAD SIGN IN BUNCOMBE COUNTY. 


It Is n treat to a motorist driving 
through a strange country to have 
the ronil marked. Many main trav- 
eled roads are now well marked in 
some way or another. The way In 
which they arc marked varies greatly 
with the locality and the length of 
the road. 

The unique road sign shown In the 
Illustration was erected by the author- 
ities of Buncombe county, on the 12- 
mlle stretch of asphalt-inaeadnm road 
between Asheville and Weavervllle, 
which Is a section of the Southern Na- 
tional highway from Washington to 
Snn Diego, Cal., by request of the Ash- 
eville Motor club. 

Moat Marked Road. 

The most talked-of marked road 
In the country is the Lincoln high- 
way. This road Is marked through- 
out the Missouri valley by having 
frequent telephone poles of fence 
posts circled with a red, white and 
blue bnnd with an “L" stenciled on 
it. It is probubly the most consist-

Autoists Enjoy Popular Pastime 
in Rocky Mountains. 


Highway on Mountain Extenda Seven- 
teen Miles From Town to Summit 
—Unlimited Attractions for 
Motorists and Campers. 

Scnling Pike’s Peak by auto Is now 
n popular pastime for automobile ! 
owners who live in Colorado or tour 
through the state. The means of ae- j 
eomplishing this hitherto Impossible 
feat is furnished by the Pike’s Peak 
highway, which was completed to the 
summit on July 15, 1910. The road, 
which extends 17 miles from the town 
of Cascade to the top of one of the 
continent's loftiest mountains, reaches 
an altitude above sea level of 14,109 
feet, giving It a right to Its title of 
“The World’s Highest Highway.” It 
Is 20 feet broad, with a number of 
turns ns wide as 50 feet, and lias a 
maximum grude of 10 per cent. At

places the road winds up the sides of 
grout ridges, ut others It emerges sud- 
denly upon high ledges commanding 
magnificent views of the surrounding 
Rockies and the great plain stretching 
eastward. 

Pass Snow Banka. 

As tiie car climbs higher summer Is 
left behind and even in July and Au- 
gust one pusses snow banks before 
reueblng the tpp. A restaurant lias 
been built ut u point on the road some 
11,000 feet above sea level, where the 
motorist moy rest uud obtain food und 
refreshment. Watering stations ure 
established at intervals. 

Pike’s Peak is in the Pike national 
forest, und the r<>ud was built by u 
private company under permit from 
the secretary of agriculture. A toll is 
barged, the umouut of which had to 
meet the approval of the secretary 
before a permit was issued. It Is not 
the policy of the government to sanc- 
tion the construction of toll roads in 
(he national forests, but since neither 
-late nor government funds were 
j available for this much-needed duvet- 


ontly marked long road In the country 
and many other roads are marked in 
the snmc manner. 

Other roads are marked by paint- 
ing stripes on a few poles at the cor- 
ners to Indicate whether the road 
turns or goes straight ahead. This 
system Is also very practical and costs 
less than the first one described. 

Local territory about many of the 
cities Is quite well covered by sign- 
boards put out by the automobile 
club of the town or by an enterprising 
garngeman, as the Omaha Automobile 
club lias marked most of the roads 
around Omaha. They have not only 
marked the through roads, hut they 
have marked the roads to the many 
small towns In the locality. Their 
signs are small hoards hearing the 
name of the town the road leads to 
and a red arrow indicating the direc- 
tion. The autoist who wants to get 
from one of these towns to another 
and does not know the territory, ap- 
preciates the value of these signs. 

opment of the Pike forest’s scenic re- 
sources, an exception was made in this 
particular ease. 

Many Acres of Land. 

Besides the highway, the Pike na- 
tional forests holds in Its 1,323,000 
acres of mountain land unlimited at- 
tractions for motorists and campers. 

Roads built by the counties or hy 
the forest service carry one through 
valleys bordered by snow-capped 
•peaks, or through canyons with tower- 
ing wulls of many-colored rock, to 
shady camping places beside cool 
mountain streams, where the lover of 
nature, the fisherman, or the mountain 
j climber may find that form of recrea- 
tion which lie desires most. One of 
the commonest sights today in the na- 
tional forests in Colorado Is a motor 
ear with a tent and camping outfit 
strapped to the footboard. Whole fam- 
ilies take this means of leaving be- 
hind them the heat of city or plain 
und the cures of everyday life. 

“SAFETY FIRST” BEST MOTTO 

Habit Should Be Extended From Cities 
and Towns to Country — More 

Care Must Be Used. 

Motor accidents are becoming more 
and more frequent. This could he hut 
expected on account of the increasing 
number of ears In use. Our observa- 
tion, however, us to the cause of such 
accidents warrants the belief that fully 
99 per cent ure due to cureless driving. 
One would expect that the increased 
number of ears in use and the In- 
creased familiarity of the public there- 
with would result in a greater familiar- 
ity with and observance of road 
rules und motor operation. There Is 
only one conclusion to he drawn and 
thut is because of the commonness of 
the motor cars, drivers and cars as well 
as other users of the road are becom- 
ing more und more cureless. 

The “safety first" habit should he ex- : 
tended from the cities and towns to the 
: country. It Is a good Idea to have a j 
"safety first" tag carried on every 
J vehicle. This, so that people might 
observe the motto often for having 4 
in their minds would have a tendency 
to reduce the chances they take. There i 
must la* more care exercised In the 
handling of all vehicles on the road, i 
else there will he laws so stringent as 
to control the situation, and this will 
result in trouble us well us Inconven- 
ience.

Veteran Wheelman Declaree Every 
"•mart" Driver Put* Car Into Low 
Gear Before Motor Is Slowed 

Down by Heavy Load. 

Add to the list of grievous errors of 
motoring the practice followed hy 
many drivers of climbing all hills “on 
tho high gear." This Is one mistake 
of which pilots are guilty, simply be- 
cause they seem to think there Is some 
special merit In- the nvotduuee of gear 
changing. Ou the contrary. It In n 
foolish Iden and Injurious to enrs. 

While all modem cars ascend almost 
all grades with ease ou high, still there 
(■ a limit to the pulling power of the 
most powerful niuclilnes, and roud con- 
dltious are Inevltubly encountered 
which make a change to tho lower geur 
advisable aa well as Imperative. 

Plan of "Smart" Driver. 

One veteran wheelman, who hat 
toured from coast to coast on several 
occasions, In dlscusslug this feature 
of motoring recently, declared that ev- 
ery "■mart" driver puts his car Into 
a lower gear before Its motor, with the 
throttle wide open, Is slowed down by 
the heavy load to a point at which It 
operatee. Otherwise be will Injure Its 
bearings and atress Its purts unduly. 

Four-cylinder low-speed motors Indi- 
cate where this point Is reached, he 
added, by running Jerkily, with each 
Individual explosion apparent to the 
operator, while • motors with six or 
more cylinders give much less evidence 
of overloading, but still require the re- 
lief of a change to lower gear when 
their speeds become sufficiently re- 
duced. 

When slowed down under full throt- 
tle to their lowest operative speeds, 
all motors wuste fuel Inordinately. 
Incidentally, they run ranch more eco- 
nomically when permitted to speed up 
to a reasonable point by being thrown 
iuto lower gear. 

Changing Gear. 

Where the maintenance of car speed 
Is an object the change from high to 
intermediate gear should he made 
when the speedometer has dropped to 
15 miles per hour with full gas being 
supplied to the motor, for on the lower 
gear nearly double this speed can then 
be obtalued. No exact rule ns to when 
to change gears can he formulated to 
apply to all cars or conditions. 

Mnny drivers let the speed full to 

eight or ten miles ail hour before 
changing, and ut tills very low speed 
every explosion of u four-cylinder mo- 
tor racks the bearings detrlmentully. 
With motors of more cylinders the 
point of changing to u lower geur may 
safely be lower than the above, but 
time and fuel are both wasted under 
such conditions. 

Blame Bad Carburetion. 

Time was when the Irregular action 
or failure to run on the part of a mo- 
tor could be attributed In nine cases 
out of ten to faulty ignition. Im- 
provement In ignition apparatus 1ms, 
however, made such vast strides that 
tills situation Is changed, and had cur- 
buretion is now to blame for a much 
larger proportion than formerly of the 
Improper running of engines. 

Fuel of tow grade and udequute 
lieu ting of the fuel mixture, rather 
than u luck of Improvements In car- 
buretors. are responsible for tills con- 
dition. Still, Ignition systems of mod- 
ern cars do occasionally give trouble, 
and those of older eurs bother much 
more frequently. 

It matters little how badly a motor 
muy miss, until It Is thoroughly 
warmed up, or until It Is known that 
the Insulation of the spurk plug ends 


Is perfectly clean. Here the mlanlnft 
should not he attributed to faulty 
Ignition, but to lack of vaporization 
of the gasoline, to uneven distribution 
of tho mixture to the cylinders or to 
some slmllnr cause,

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

War Revenue Measure to Raise 
$1 ,800.000,000 Introduced 
in the House. 

MAKES ENTIRE NATION HELP 


Compromise Reached on Army Con- 
scription Bill — Nine Regiments of 
Engineers Going to Europe 
Soon — Desperate Fighting 
in Northern France 
and Macedonia. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Tin* house of representatives re- 
ceived from the ways and means com- 
mittee on Wednesday t lie completed 
war revenue bill designed to raise $1,- 
800.000,000, which is additional to the 
normal revenue of $1,500,000,000. The 
measure is so drafted that every home, 
every individual, will share in the bur- 
den. Linder Its provisions the Ameri- 
can people will be paying direct taxes 
of $33 per capita for the year 1017. 
Tlie people of the British Isles wow 
pay per capita taxes of $00. 

The principal features of the levy 
are the increases in income and profits 
taxes, in internal revenue rates and in 
customs duties, hut the householder 
and indeed everyone Is hit, for light, 
heat, and telephone b|lls, admission 
tickets to amusements, lire and life In- 
surance, railway tickets, automobiles, 
automobile tires and tubes, soft drinks, 
postage rates, golf clubs and baseball 
bats, club dues, and a host of other 
everyday necessities or luxuries come 
under the taxation. At the last min- 
ute the committee added a paragraph 
placing a tax of 2 cents a pound on tea 
and 1 cent a pound on coffee, and an 
additional tax was placed on sugar. 

The bill proposes a normal tax of 2 
per cent on individuals having Incomes 
between $1,000 and $.‘{,000, If single, 
and $2,000 and $1,000, If married or the 
head of a family. An additional nor- 
mal tax of 2 per cent would be added 
In the case of larger incomes. At $5,- 
000 an additional surtax, graduated 
until at $500,000 and over It reaches 
33 per cent, would be imposed. 

All articles of Import now on the 
free list will be taxed 10 per cent, and 
j an additional 10 per cent tax is placed 
on all articles aow on the dutiable 
list. The tax on excess profits is 10 
per cent on profits over 8 per cent und 
i $5,000. Heavy taxes are placed on 
beer, spirits, whisky and tobacco and 
Its manufactures. The first-class mall 
rate goes up to 3 cents und the second- 
class rate Is increased according to the 
zone system. 

Army Bill Compromise. 

J Spurred to action by the president, 
the senate and house conferees com- 
promised the differences over the 
army conscription hill. The amend- 
ment authorizing the Roosevelt expe- 
ditionary force of volunteers was elim- 
inated. The age limit for the draft 
was set ut twenty-one to thirty years 
Inclusive. Liquor Is barred from the 
training camps und immoral resorts 
from their vicinity. The pay of en- 
listed men Is raised $10 u month to $25, 
and that of other grades proportion- 
ately. The machinery for druft ex- 
emption Is provided. 

It Is estimated that under the bill 
more than 10.0ou.wjo men are liuble 
for war service. From these will be 
taken the first 500,000 recruits for the 
conscription army, the second 500.000 
when the president decides to call for 
them, and the men necessary to bring 
the regular urtn.v and Nutionul Guard 
up to maximum war strength if volun- 
teers do not come forwurd in sufficient 
numbers. 

Reports during tlie week concerning 
the submarine warfare were conflict- 
ing and confusing. Germany claimed 
its campaign was still successful be- 
yond its expectations, while Great 
Britain issued figures showing a con- 
siderable decrease in the number ol 
U-boat victims. 

Crcut Britain reported the silking 


of two more hospital ships by t lie* Ger- 
mans. The news also came of the tor- 
pedoing of tln> British steamship City \ 
of Paris in t he Mediterranean early 
In i>pril. The vessel curried 200 pas- 
sengers and a large crew und only 23 
were saved. 

American inventors by lhe thousand , 
are seeking means of combating the | 
submarine, and Chairman Saunders of . 
the naval consulting hoard made a 
statement which, though deprecated by 
navy officials, gave assurance that j 
some of the devices submitted would 
solve the problem in the near future. ! 

The war department announced on 
Monday that nine regiments of engi- 
neers, made up largely of railroad 
men, would be sent to France as soon 
ns possible. These men and doctors 
and nurses will be tlie first to reach 
the war zone. 

Members of tlie French war commis- 
sion, after their trip through tlie cen- 
tral West, were received enthusiasti- 
cally in Philadelphia and New York; 
some of the British commissioners ad- 
dressed congress, and till of them pre- 
pared to return home, confident that 
the arrangements made with America 
ensured the prosecution of the war to 
a victorious conclusion. 

The finance committee of the 
French chamber of deputies, in report- 
ing on ti bill, asserted that France 
must have a “peace that pays;" in re- 
storation of Alsace-Lorraine, compen- 
sation In kind for thefts and damages 
In the invaded region, 'rebuilding of 
the ruined towns and villages by Ger- 
man hands, ships to replace those 
sunk, and guaranties for annual pay- 
ments. 

It was stated authoritatively In 
Washington Thursday that President 
Wilson had informed Mr. Balfour that 
the United States will make war und 
peace in common with tlie allies. 

Ferment in Germany, 

Of the greatest interest and Im- 
portance were tlie events of the week 
in Germany. Chancellor von Both- 
innnn-Hollweg, finding himself between 
two fires, maintained silence concern- 
ing Germany’s aims in the war. On 
tin* one hand, the peace-wlthout-annex- 
atlon socialists attacked him and the 
government fiercely, virtually demand- 
ing tlmt he step down and out. On the 
other hand, the conservatives and Pan- 
Gernmns assailed him for apparently 
yielding to the other faction, and also 
boldly blamed his hesitant policy for 
the long duration of the war. Sweep- 
ing internal reforms in the empire are 
demanded by the radicals, and some of 
them — hut not enough yet — venture to 
urge the wiping out of Prussia’s bale- 
ful predominance and even the deposi- 
tion of the reigning dynasty. 

A logical result of these agitations 
was the reported attempt of an assas- 
sin to shoot the kaiser In Berlin. Had 
Ids uiin been truer his bullet would 
have removed not alone Wilhelm, but 
the whole house of Ilohettzollern. 

Closely related to events in Germany 
were the developments In Russia. The 
provisional heads of the new republic 
were forced to agree to form a coali- 
tion government with the dele- 
gates of the soldiers’ anil work- 
men’s councils. This quieted lhe dis- 
turbances for the time being, but the 
German socialist emissaries continued 
to spread their propaganda. Borgjerg, 
Danish socialist, who Is In Petrogrud, 
made known the peace terms proposed 
by the German socialist democratic 
party, the majority faction. They in- 
rlude recognition of the right of na- 
tions to freedom of development, the 
introduction of compulsory Interna- 
tional arbitration, the restitution by 
Germany of all conquered territories, 
a plebiscite in Russian Poland, with 
freedom to choose between Independ- 
ence or annexation by Russia or Ger- 
many; the restoration of independence 
to Belgium, Serblu. and Roumunla ; the 
restoration to Bulgaria of the Bulgari- 
an districts of Macedonia, and t lie 
granting to Serbia of u free port on 
the Adriatic. 

The radicul socialists of Petrogrud 
at once declared thut their party 
should huve nothing to do with Borg- 
jerg und his propositions, which they 
asserted were wholly pro-German. 

Stand of American Socialists. 

Leading American socialists gave out 
a statement denouncing the Interna- 
tional socialist conference called for 
Stockholm early lit June us "the most 
dangerous of all the kulscr’s plots for 


cnshlng In Ids military victories," end 
characterizing the American socialist 
delegates, Morris llillqult and Alger- 
non Loo. as radically pro-Gcrmnn. 

In Greece matters moved rapidly to- 
ward a climax. The king is losing 
supporters daily in large numbers, and 
on Sunday -10.000 persons assembled 
in Saloniki and with great enthusiasm 
adopted a resolution proclaiming the 
deposition of King Constantine and his 
dynasty. 

Germany is attempting to start In 
Italy the same campaign of disintegra- 
tion she is carrying on In Russln. 
Baron Sonnino is the object of attack 
by radical journals in the southern 
country, us is Milyntikov in Petrogrud, 

A war mission from Italy Is now on 
its way to America. It is headed by 
the lyincc of Udine, and Marconi Is 
one of the members. The Italians are 
coming to discuss especially the prob- 
lems of transporting food and muni- 
tions from America and the purchase 
of coal and railway rolling stock. Tlie 
submarine warfare has caused a griev- 
ous shortage of coal in Italy. 

The Food Problem. 

Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 
food committee of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, strongly ndvoented the 
government measures that give the 
president and tlie department of agri- 
culture direct control of the country’s 
food resources. He also urged a more 
limited use of wheat in this country, 
and Ills talk on that topic was followed 
immediately by a government report 
showing that the winter wheat crop 
will be only about 300,000.000 bushels, 
the smallest since 1904. The acreage 
abandoned Is tlie largest on record. 

In Great Britain the “meatless day” 
was abandoned because Baron Devon- 
port, food controller, found a diminu- 
tion in the consumption of breadstuff's 
was of more Importance. 

Food riots took place In many cities 
and towns of Sweden, and according 
to an official statement, t lie vast ma- 
jority of Germans are underfed. 
Sweden’s predicament, however, was 
lessened grently on Wednesday when 
England agreed to release the Swedish 
ships laden with food and other neces- 
sities that had been detained In Brit- 
ish harbors. In return Sweden agreed 
to releust* 900,000 tons of allied ship- 
ping that had been tied up In the gulf 
of Bothnia since the beginning of the 
war. 

Desperate Struggle in France. 

The desperate battle for possession 
of the coal fields of Lens In northern 
France continued unabated through 
the week. Crown Prince Rupredht of 
Bavaria brought up great masses of 
reserve troops and every available gun 
to check tin* unceasing British attack, 
and on Tuesday he succeeded In re- 
taking Fresnoy village and wood. But 
that night and the next day the British 
returned to the assault and again took 
possession of most of the lost ground. 
There was heavy fighting at other 
points along the Drocourt-Queant line, 
which evidently Is regarded by the 
Germans us of vital importance. Bad 
weather lessened the severity of the 
fighting along the French front. 

The expected general offensive by 
the allies on tlie Macedonian front be- 
gun ufter several days of Intense artil- 
lery activity n ud according to London 
advices It was fairly successful. Be- 
tween Lake Oebrida and Lake Iioiran 
there was fierce fighting, the British 
1 capturing Bulgarian trenches for u 
stretch of two tulles. In the Cerna 
river bend the Russians took several 
enemy trenches, ami In the upper Mog- 
Icnleu river valley the Serbians, fight- 
ing to regain their own land, bit tlie 
Teutonic allies bard blows. As usual, 
Berlin cluiiiied that all these attacks 
! by the entente allies were repulsed. 

An Interesting development of the 
week was the announcement that Ja- 
pan had been asked to supply ships 
for the transportation of American 
troops and supplies to Europe, and the 
resulting discovery that Japan Itself 
, was planning to send a large number 
of soldiers to the Russian front this 
summer.

Ramshackle Structures Don't 
Encourage Scientific 
Agriculture. 

ROW TO PLACE YOUR GROUPS 


Protect Implement* and Stock, Save 
Extra Labor, Lower Fire Danger, 
The6*i Are Problems That 
Must Be Considered.

Perhaps there Is not enough atten- 
tion pnid to the arrangement of farm 
'itilldlngs with respect to one another. 
The subject of Interior arrangement 
:if barns has been given n great deal 
of consideration during recent years, 
and some very gratifying results nave 
been obtained. Tin* development of 
barn planning has gone hand In hand 
with the rapid development of farm 
building equipment. The aim of the 
entire movement bus been to provide 
increased faellltles for handling the 
work nn«l at the same ilmF Improve the 
conditions under which live stock are 
housed. Of course, the result must In 
every case take Into account the profit 
made by the farmer. 

While developments nre still to be 
expected In ham planning, there Is 
also the urgent peed of careful plan- 
ning of the farm Itself. Time snved 
In the buildings should not be wasted 
between buildings. The unswer is not. 
however, to crowd the buildings as 
closely together as possible. There are 


tlon which best meets the conditions ' 
mentioned, the next consideration Is 
the arrangement of buildings within 
the group. As n genernl rule, the 
farmer likes to hnve his buildings so 
nrranged that It Is possible to see al* 
of them from the house. This arrange- 
ment undoubtedly has Its advantages, 
••specially back and forth between the 
house and the stables. It Is an ndvnn- ^ 
tnge to locate these buildings as near 
the house as possible without setting 
up dltlieultles duo to the transmission 
of disagreeable odors or difficulties In 
moving machines and vehicles through 
the farmyard. When the stables nre 
fairly close to the house It Is possible 
to quickly hear any disturbance among 
the stock. 

Drainage affects the arrangement of 
buildings since In order to obtain satis- 
factory drainage each building must 
be placed where the soil conditions 
an<V Iny of the land are best suit oil for 
the purpose. The passage of sunlight 
must not be obstructed. Sunlight is 
the best disease preventer the farmer I 
can obtain and bis buildings must be | 
arrangeil and placed to take advantage 
of It. Another Influence Is tin* eondl- } 
tlon on which Insurance rates are es- 
tablished. Of course, the same condi- 
tions which reduce Insurance rates In- 
crease the safety of the farmer. 

The buildings which are entered 
most frequently should be closer to the 
house than those which arc not so fre- 
quently entered. For instance, the im- 
plement shed need not be as close to 
the house ns the dairy, provided It Is 
located In the direction which will be 
taken In drawing the Implements to 
the field. The granary should be 
handy to the stables and provided with 
a puved driveway connected with the 
highway either directly or by way of 
the house. Perhaps the greatest 
amount of labor In the fnrtn group cen- 
ters around the general barn and, there- 
fore, the smaller buildings should be 
plneed after this more Important struc- 
ture has been given consideration. 

Some farmers use n combination of 
barns to house their live stock. The ob- 
ject Is probably to definitely separate 
the horses from the cows more than 
anything else. The Illustrations show 
n perspective view and plan of a two- 
barn combination.

It is a fact thut in use, 
the cows occupy tills center space a 
good deni of (lie time, in fact, dairy 
men have discovered that cows may 
he eared for Just as well in a shelter 
sited und that they are better otY be- 
cause of the freedom, exercise und 
fresh uir. 

W hen beef cuttle are kept instead of 
dairy cows, the plan works out just us 
well. The cows urc stood in the stable 
at night and left until ufter milking 
time in the morning, while hoof cattle 
ure stood in tlie stuhie Just long 
enouglt to cut their silage and grain. 
All roughage would be fed from tlie 
rucks in the shelter sited. 

Hot it silos and all the feed alloys are 
cornice* ed by means of un overhead 
tiuok, and a feed currier iijns every- 
where, so thut any kind of fodder or 
grain from the silos or feed rooms may- 
be taken directly to any stall or uny 
feed rack in the shelter sited. 

One important feature is the water 
trough in the center of the open shel- 
ter sited, accessible to either horses or 
cuttle. Heeause there is more or less 
dampness around the water trough, 
drainage must lie provided to curry 
uwuy the surplus.

PLANS ARE MOST IMPORTANT 

Home Builder Should Begin by Placing 

House to Leave as Much Space as 

Possible for Lawn and Gardens. 

Begin your house with the plan ! A 
good plan makes a good exterior. So 
pluce your house on your land that as 
much ns possible it left for lawn nnd 
gardens, which nre the out-of-doors 
rooms ; do not put It in the middle of 
the lat. This is the ndviee of un ex- 
I pcrienced builder. 

Make each of the rooms self-con- 
tained; don’t throw them all together 
by cutting large openings in the parti- 
tions. 

Choose some good and simple ex- 
terior us a model for your house and 
follow It as closely as possible; do not I 
choose it door front one plaee, n porch 
or a window from another, n dormer 
from it third und so on, and then ex- 
pect to combine these Into n unified 
whole. It can be done but only by an 
expert. 

Wall space is very Important in any 
room ; do not cut this up too much with 
doors and windows. 

Parts of any house should be propor- 
tioned to the whole; do not use large 
porches or observation windows In a 
little house. 

Hammock Stand Worth While. 

Instead of hanging the hummock 
front house to tree or clothes-line pole 
or pergola, buy a hummock stand and 
awning which can be moved about the 
yard to any locution you may desire 
at any time; under this awning build 
a little platform, which will allow you 
to use the hummock when tin* ground 
is dump, without danger of cutclilng 
cold by wetting your feet : and you 
nitty also inclose tlie whole affair in 
screening, thereby making n comfor- 
table sleeping room for u hot night. 

Around the yard plant us many 
shrubs and flowering plants as space 
will permit, and then see that tlie 
grass Is kept as well watered and 
trimmed ns is that on the front lawn. 

Do these tilings and you will not 
only enjoy them yourself, but some day 
when you wunt to rent or sell the 
house, you will find It it much easier 
' task than would he tin* cast* If you 
j had nothing hack of the house to show 
except an unsightly hack yard. 

Harmony With Surroundings. 

A house should harmonize with its 
, surroundings in design, color and ma- 
terials. a house standing out boldly > 
on tin* top of a Dili and visible f<-r I 
miles should differ essentially In ap- 
pearance from one nestling iu among 
the trees ut tlie edge of the woods, 
from u house on the hanks of it lake or 
front u villa set Duck from the village 
street. Every natural advantage front 
the standpoint of health, view, light 
und convenience should be utilized, 
every disadvantage neutralized. Tlie 
i amount of money to be expended is u 
factor determining the extent and mun- 
ner iu which the otlu-r two vital ele- 
ments may be best met und mustered. 

Importance of Clean Streets. 

It seems to us thut it is tlie duty of 
ull civil engineers, and of city engi- 
neers in particular, to lose no oppor- 
tunity to spread tlie gospel of dean 
streets, und therefore of better pave- 
ments. It is peculiarly their duty to 
lead iu political movements tbut will 
result in changes of city ordinances re- 
specting assessments for street im- 
provements. The antiquated abutting 
property method of assessment is suf- 
ficient iu itself to block progress, and 
there are many other legal obstacles 
of like nature, liut the greatest ob- 
stacle of ull is public Ignorance of tlie 
cause and prevention of respiratory 
discuses. — Engineering and Contract- 
ing.

A GROUP OF SIMPLE SALADS. 

Place hoards over places where the 
dandelions nre thick and as soon as 
it Is warm In the 
spring they will 
grow nut! he per- 
fectly white, as 
they are growing 
in the dark. Such 
dandelions are es- 
pecially tender and 
may be served un- 
cooked with a llt- 
tle shredded onion ami French dress- 
ing. 

Egg Pickle and Rice Salad. — Ar- 
range cold-boiled rice in nests of let- 
tuce leaves und till with the following 
mixture. Put lmrd-cooked eggs and 
sour pickles through a meat grimier 
and mix with stiff mayonnaise unit) It 
forms a iliiek paste. Shape and place 
in tin* nest. Any boiled dressing may 
lie used in place of the mayonnaise if 
preferred. Little green onions sliced, 
radishes, sliced impeded, anti a few 
r ringes of celery, served with French 
dressing on lienrts of lettuce makes 
a very good salad. 

i Celery Salad. — Thicken a cupful of 
scalding milk with a tnbiespootiful of 
j cornstarch, mixed with a little cold 
I milk. Mix together one beaten egg, 
one teaspoonful of salt, it ml two of 
sugar, one-half a teaspoonful of dry 
mustard and n dash of cayenne pep- 
per; pour slowly Into the hot milk, 
stirring constantly. When smooth, re- 
move from the fire and add two talile- 
spoonfnls each of vinegar and salad 
oil. Mix well, and when cold pour 
over celery cut in small pieces. 

Surprise Salad. — Arrange 1 diet'd pine- 
apple on lettuce leaves and In the cen- 
ter put a few shredded shrimps. 
Around this put a mixture of chopped 
apple ami celery mixed with mayon- 
naise thinned with pineapple Juice. 
Garnish with maraschino cherries and 
top with mayonnaise. 

Wilted Lettuce. — Wash anti drain 
two heads of lettuce, lu a saucepan 
put one cupful of vinegar, one cupful 
of sweet milk and one egg well beaten.

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 

I Hamburger steak is so much more 
palatable when prepared at home, 
using the tough portions 
of round steak with a 
little fat either of suet or 
fresh pork; add a third 
of t lie amount of meat of 
cooked oatmeal or farina 
or rice, mix and season 
well and make into small 
cakes. A pinch of cloves 
and nutmeg with u little scraped on- 
ion or onion juice Improves the flu- 
vor. With a meat grinder many nice 
j and palatable dishes may lie prepared 
i from the tougher portions of meat. 

Asparagus Canapes. — Prepare snips 
I of stale bread an Inch und u half wide 
land four inches long; spread with but- 
| ter on both sides und set into the oven 
j until delicately browned on both sides. 
When cold and ready to use, spread 
: with salad dressing and place a border 
] of yolk of egg put through a rleer 
{ around the toast, und a row of 
\ chopped white on the outside of that. 
J ii tlie center lay an asparagus Dp 
cooked, cooled and dried on a cloth. 
Sprinkle wit li finely chopped parsley. 

Fresh Fish Chowder. — Cut cod, had- 
dock, lake tish. pickerel or bass inro 
tillets two Incites long, removing tin* 
bones, and set aside in a cool place. 
Cover the bead bones and trimmings 
with cold wutei and simmer slowly for 
half an hour. For three pounds of 
tish, try out tw'o or three ounces of 
salt pork cut in cubes; in tills saute 
an onion out in slices, add the liquid 
in which the bones were conked, hull 
up live minutes and strain over Die 
tish. Have ready three cupfuls of po- 
tato cubes, parboiled in water uud 
drained. Add those to the li.-h with 
one luhlcsponuful of salt and a gen- 
erous dash of paprika, and let simmer 
until the potatoes are tender. Add 
three cupfuls of hot milk, a fourth 
of a cupful of bacon fut or salt pork 
fryings and serve with crackers und 
olives. 

Cracker* to Serve With Tea. — 

Spread small, round crackers with or- 
ange marmalade and cover with 
boiled frosting. Frown quickly in the 
oven. JeJIy or oilier preserves may lie 
| used instead of orange marmalade. 
Baked Liver. — Cut one pound of 
calf’s liver into slices one-third of au 
inch thick, wash and dry thoroughly, 
lay it in u well buttered pan; make 
u forcemeat of six tahlespoonfuls of 
bread crumbs, one tt-at-|>o<>iiful of 
hupped parsley, a piuch of herbs, one 




small onion finely chopped, salt and 
pepper to taste. Cover each strip of 
liver with lids and on top place a strip 
of bacon. Pour round this a pint of 
water and bake slowly three-quarters 
of an hour. Pish in n ring and strain 
the gravy round the base.

SEASONABLE DISHES. 

This Is the season when eggs are as 
cheap as they will be and If we ever 
enjoy an omelet with a 
clear conscience It is 
now. 

Savory Omelet. — Sepa- 
rate tlu> yolks and white 
of three eggs, put the 
yolks in a saucepan, boat 
well, add a teaspoonful 
of chopped parsley, half 
a teaspoonful of chopped onion and 
adtl a pinch of powdered herbs. Whisk 
the whites of egg to n stifT froth, mix 
with the yolks, season with salt and 
cayenne and pour into a buttered pud- 
ding dish, sprinkle with grated cheese, 
and bake in a hot oven for fifteen min- 
utes. Set the pan In hot water while 
cooking. Serve immediately. 

Salmon and Cucumber Sandwiches. — 

Cut rounds of bread slightly larger 
than the slices of cucumber, spread 
these with butter or thick sour cream. 
Sprinkle each slice with a few grains 
of celery salt, then spread with a layer 
of choppetl salmon, add a few drops 
of vinegar and a slice of cucumber, 
then another round of buttered bread. 
Garnish with crisp lettuce hearts. 

Pineapple Bavarian Cream. — Take 
two cupfuls of pincnpple juice, one 
cupful of sugar, half a cupful of boil- 
ing water and one and a half table- 
spoonfuls of powdered gelatin and 
two cupfuls of whipped cream. Dis- 
solve the gelatin in boiling water, 
then add the sugar and pineapple 
Juice. When cool, mix in the whipped 
cream. Four into a wet mold and 
when turned out decorate with candied 
pineapple. 

Dropped Scones. — Take a cupful of 
flour and a cupful of , buttermilk, three 
teaspoonfuls of sugar, three-fourths 
of a teaspoonful of linking soda, and 
a quarter of a teaspoonful of tartaric 
acid. Mix the dry ingredients and 
then add the buttermilk, boating well 
with a spoon. Cook on a hot griddle 
until light brown on both sides.

pea. To prepare them they should bo 
carefully looked over, washed, then 
soaked overnight and cooked in tbo 
same water in which they are soaked. 
An onion may be added for flavor or 
u few allspice, some dried herbs and 
celery seed tied in a muslin. Care 
should lie used in cooking vegetable 
protein foods as In cooking animal 
foods, both need low temperature to 
keep them from becoming hardened, 
Fse only the water needed to cook the 
vegetables, allowing none to waste. 
One cupful of dried pens, lentils or 
beans will usually make three cupfuls 
when cooked. 

Vegetarian Hamburg Steak. — Mash 
two cupfuls of well cooked lentils J 
with a fork, bind with two tuhlcspoon- 
fuls of butter and flour cooked to- 
gether. one potato mushed and a ta- j 
blespooiiful of cooked cereal. Add salt 
and pepper, shape in the form of u 
steak and heat quickly in Die oven or 
under gas. Serve with a butter gravy 
poured around tbo steak. The above 
steak may lie made into thin cukes 
and after broiling place on buttered 
rounds of toast which have been sprite ! 
kled with lemon Juice. Serve with 
the following sauce: mash two ba- 
nanas smooth, add two tahlespoonfuls 
of milk, salt und pepper to taste, heut 
and pour over each steak. 

Lentil Nut Bails. — Cook together a 
teaspoonful of minced onion, Dire* 

I tahlespoonfuls of flour and one of fut 
When brown, stir in u quarter of a 
cupful of stock, add to this one und a 
half cupfuls of broken lentils and sea- 
son with herbs und u touch of mush 
i room catchup and tabasco.

He was graduated at the Wey- 
mouth High school, and at one time a 
member of the Norfolk club at South 
Weymouth : 

Headquarters 80th Canadians, 
France, 3-14-17 

To Mr. C. J. Polley, 

Point do Buie, N. B. 

Dear Sir : 

Long before the receipt of this letter 
you will of course, have been olllcially 
notified of the death of your sou, Private 
F. W. Policy, w ho was killed iu action on 
the night of March 31st. Will you per- 
mit me to express very deep sympathy 
with you aud your loss, and to pay tri- 
bute to the late Private Polley, whose 
courage and soldierly conduct at all times 
won for him the respect of his ofilcers 
aud the affect onate esteem of his com- 
rades Iu the ranks. 

Although holding a non-commissioned 
rank iu England , Private Polley reverted 
in order to get across to Fiance more 
quickly. The spirit made manifest by 
such conduct needs no eulogy from me. 

It only remains for me to say that he 
lost his life iu the carrying out of a min- 
or operation against the enemy trenches 
011 the uight mentioned, being struck by 
the fragment of a shell and instantly 
killed. 

During the raid and prior to his deatli 
Private Polley displayed marked courage 
aud initiative, and liad tie lived lie would 
have been one of those recommended for 
special recognition. 

I assure you, sir, tliat you have every 
reason to be proud of your soil. 

A cousin of Private Policy’s in the loth 
Canadians, called lo see me la.-t night,, 
and to him also 1 gave what particulars 
I had concerning your son’s death.

Frederick Wells Polley, late Sergeant- 
Major iu tlie Westmorland aud Kent, was 
born ou the bill of June, 1SH2, at Newton 
Centre Mass., a son of Mr. C. J. Polley, 
formerly of Point de Bute, Westmorlaud 
County, N. B. His boyhood days were 
spent in Weymouth Mass., where he grad- 
uated from tlie local High School. A 
member of tlie Norfolk Club, South Wey- 
mouth. At the age of 17 he enlisted in 
“D” troop, Cavalry, Massachusetts Vol- 
unteer Militia, aud after serving three 
years, received au honorable discharge 
iu 1912. He came to Point de Bute, 
slightly over two years ago, aud enlisted 
with the Westmorland aud Kent Battal- 
ion’s Sackville Company, uuder Major C. 
M. Hideout. Ou account of his previous 
military experience aud outstanding abil- 
ity he was selected for promotion, aud 
was sent for further instruction to Well- 
ington Barracks, Halifax. Upon bis re- 
turn to Sackville from the Koyal School 
of Infantry, he was posted iu ordCrs as 
Sergeant, he accompanied his company 
to Valcartier where he was advanced to 
Company Sergeant-Major, highest N.C. 0. 
rank, but one, in the whole regimeut. He 
was still acting Sergt.-Major when he 
reached England ou October 10lh, 1916. 
Being among those desirous of doing his 
bit without delay, lie reverted to the rank 
of private aud was drafted into a noted 
Manitoba unit with which he was serv- 
ing wbeu killed iu action as noted above. 
Before returning to l’oiut de Bute, Pri- 
vate Polley was employed with the K. J. 
Todd Hardware Company, of Boston, as 
a travelling salesmau, iu which capacity 
he had a wide circle of business acquaint- 
ances throughout New England. He was 
a noted athlete. 

As a proof of the old saying that blood 
will tell, it is interesting to note that his 
mother, who was formerly Miss Annie 
M. Bond, of Jersey (Chauuel Islands), 
was a daughter of an English officer who 
served through the Crimean War.

On a 4-party line* it is possible for all four stations to try to ^ 
talk out on the same circuit at the same time. There is also the 
liability of all four stations being wanted at the same time to 
receive ineotnihg calls.

Therefore, there are special considerations which the Public 
Service Commission and Telephone company both urge a party line 
user to keep in mind : 

1. Long conversations prevent the use of the line by 

other subscribers; therefore party line talks should 

be as brief as possible.

2. Whenever another party line subscriber requests the 
use of the line for an emergency, courtesy should 
prompt the first user temporarily to give up the use 
of the line. 

3. Whenever a party line subscriber takes the receiver 
from the hook and finds the line in use, the receiver 
should be replaced at once in a careful manner. 

4. At the end of a conversation the receiver should be 
replaced upon the hook immediately, otherwise the 
the other subscriber cannot siynat the central office.

Naturally It Is Four Times That of 
the Aerial, but This Does Not 
Always Hold Good. 

In articles of wireless telegraphy 
such expressions a s 200-meter wave- 
lengths, 000-meter wave-lengths, IN.- 
ono meter wave-lengths are constantly 
used. In reply to a correspondent w ho 
asks how the length of the waves is 
measured tlie Scieiitilie American gives, 
tlie following simple explanation: 

"The length of an electric wave is 
determined by a wave-meter. The nut- 
I mill wave-length of an aerial is four 
times its linear length. Just as tins 
I wave-length of a note of u dosed or- 
i gun pipe is four times tin* length of the 
pipe, and tlie wave-length of tin- note 
of a tuning fork is four, times tin* 
length of the hox whieh is roasoiiant 
with the note. However, other con- 
siderations make it difficult to measure 
the Wi^ye-lengt It liy a rule, and the 
wave-meter gives a more correct re- 
sult than enn lie found liy measuring 
tlie length of tlie wire."

It is of interest at this time to 
learn that Weymouth furnished a- 
bout 1000 men for the Civil war, 
only about 2500 were legible. 

The War Department estimates 
there were 2,778,304 enlistments, of 
which 543,393 were second or more 
enlistments, a total of 2,234,911 en- 
listed. Massachusetts furnished 
151,785 men. Men in service Jan- 
uary 1, 1801, present and absent, 
16,367 ; July 1, 1861, 186,751 ; May 
1, 1865, 1,000,516. Population of 
the loyal states in 1861 was 22,046, 
472; population of the seceding 
states was 9,103,333, of whom 3,- 
52 1 , 1 1 « were slaves. The loyal states 
sent 12 percent of their population 
to war ; deducting females, children 
and exempts, 1 in every 2 1-2 males. 

More than 1500 vessels were cap- 
tured, burned or driven ashore by 
(the Navy during the war. The War j 
Department reports that 86,724 men 
paid 6300 commutation money to es- 
cape service during tin* war. There 
aie mried in National Cemeteries of 
those who served in the Union Army, 
171,018 known and 146,818 un- 
known dead, a total of 317,836. i

CARS IH SOMMER 

Its Dress, Like Man’s, Should be 
Changed From Winter. 

HEAVY LUBRICANT IS NEEDED 


Radiator Should Be Thoroughly 
Cleaned, Motor Overhauled and 
Grease Cups Refilled — Polish 

Up Top and Upholstery. 

Wnrm-wenther driving imposes n dif- 
ferent set of conditions on the car 
than those which exist in winter. In 
the same way us a man wwuld not go 
about tin* streets dressed ifn tbe inme 
attire in June as lie wears In January, 
tbe car should not be expected to per- 
form with the equipment of winter in 
the summer time. 

The change' in conditions affects ev- 
ery part of the car. from tin* radiator 
hack to the rear axle. It affects the 
radiator, because, in all probability, a 
nonfreezing solution lias been used 
during tin* winter, and after the dan- 
ger of freezing weather lias gone by 
this should all lie drained out. 

The cooling system should then he 
flushed out with a solution of washing 
soda and boiling water. 

Tin* way this is done is to first drain 
the radiator, then run through a com- 
plete filling of boiling plain water, 
after which tills is also drained and 
the cooling system filled with the soda 
solution. About two heaping handfuls 
of soda to a bucket of boiling water is 
sufficient In the cooling system. This 
not only takes the scale from the radi- 
ator, hut also cleans out any last 
traces of the solution. 

Change Oil in the Motor. 

In the motor the most Important 
thing to be done is to change the oil. 
This is done by removing the drains 
bt the bottom of the crank case and 
ullowing all the oil to run out, after 
which the oil reservoir is Hushed out 
In tin* sunn* way tliat tin* radiator was 
cleaned, only in this case instead of 
using a soda solution, kerosene oil is 
employed. 

Willie tin* motor is being looked over 
It would not in* u laid tiling to read- 
just tile tappets so t 111 ! t 1 lie clcunilicos 
lire at about tin* thickness of an ordi- 
nary business card, and also to dean 
(lie spark plugs. The plugs cull he 
cleaned by allowing them in soak in 
kerosene and then scrape tin* carlion 
with a pocket knife or some other me- 
tallic object. 

The wiring of tin* ignition system 
should also In* gone over, as sometimes 
it will lie found to have been chafed 
ut points where tin* insulation is in 
contact with tin* metal, in which cast* 
It is very liable to have worn off. Be- 
fore tin* hood is again closed down tile 
little hoi t s holding tin* various attach- 
ments on the motor should In* gmic 
over. These will he found at tin* 
flange of tin* carbureter around the 
cylinder head and on various brackets 
and supports, depending on the make 
of engine which is being looked over. 

Coming hack to tin* clutch and gear- 
box, the clutch member will probably 
not require any attention, if you have 
a multiple disk design of the uu-tal-io- 
metal variety, it would not be u bud 
idea, however, to flush this out also 
with kerosene and remove the lubri- 
cuut. 

Use a Heavier Lubricant. 

The consistency of lubricant in ull 
l.i m* pans should be somewhat heuv- 
r in summer than it is in winter. 
I he warnnr weather will render the 
•uvy lubricants less vicious In sum- 
1 •• than tin y are in wmter. As a gen- 


eral rule, for tin* engine, when tills is 
in good condition and lias not worn it- 
self to any great extent, medium oil 
should he employed in the summer 
time and light oil in the winter. 

There are a great many upholstery 
compositions on the market which are 
very good. These should he used to 
go over the leather and freshen it. If 
this is not done from time to time, 
leather upholstery will crack and t lie 
car will lost* its bright new appearance. 
Tlie same applies to tin* top, and a 
treatment of this will vary in accord- 
ance with the material of which it Is 
composed. 

The final step is to refill every 
grease cup on the car and turn them 
up three or four turns, repack t lie uni- 
versal joints with lubricant, oil the dis- 
tributor and shaft of the ignition out- 
fit with a few drops of good oil, and 
t lie same with tlie armature shaft of the 
generator and all other oil holes. See 
tail t the tires are iuflutcd to their prop- 
er pressure, and the car is ready to 
start the touring season. 

PLAN TO RAISE AUTOMOBILE 

Weight Is Taken Off Tires While Car 
Is Standing in Shed — Use an 
Old Wagon Jack. 

An excellent method of rnising nn 
automobile up so that tlie weight is 
off tin* tires while standing in a shed 
Is given by a writer in The Farmer. 

Make four supports out of ii by 4’s 
and inch hoards, as shown in tlie illus- 
tration, and set them under the axles

old-fashioned, home-made wagon Jack 
is handler to use in raising tin* auto to 
slip tin* supports under than tlie regu- 
lar auto jack. When tin* auto is want- 
ed, all that lias to he done is to push 
it off the supports, and no jack Is nec- 
essary. 'J'lie supports should he high 
enough to raise tin* tires about an inch 
ofl' the lloor. 

UNNECESSARY WEAR ON TIRES 

Same Results Obtained by Gentle, 
Though Firm Application of 
Brakes in Stopping. 

The sudden application of automo- 
bile brakes and the consequent slid- 
ing of the wheels cause those worn 
spots on tlie thread of tin* tires which 
result* iii their being discarded long lie- 
fore they are really worn out. If the 
brakes are applied firmly but gently 
the car will be stopped us quickly, but 
without the disastrous result on the 
rear wheels which comes from jam- 
ming on tin* brakes. Jt would also pre- 
vent tlie locking of tlie reur wheels, 
which causes the wheels to slide. 

When tlie car is at a dead slop there 
is. of course, no wear on the tires, ns 
there is no motion to produce external 
friction, tlie tire being in perfect con- 
tact with tlie road. If tlie car is start- 
ed gently and slowly and nursed up 
to the proper speed the tire rctuius as 
nearly as possible tlie perfect contact 
wiili tlie r<*ad. Friction is held at a 
, minimum and wear unnoticed.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

American Destroyers Already Are 
Taking Part in the War on 
German Submarines. 

FIRST TROOPS GOING SOON 


President Ortiers Division Under 

Pershing Sent to France at Once — 
Draft Registration Set for 
June 5 — Hollweg Refuses 
to Discuss Terms — 

Russian Crisis 
Over. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The American navy Is represented 
In the wur zone, and an American war- 
ship has had a tight with n German 
submarine. 

So much was revealed on Wednes- 
day by the British admiralty, which 
announced the presence in Llritish wa- 
ters of n squadron of Amcricuu de- 
stroyers. It mentioned the “brush" 
with tlie submarine, hut did not tell 
tlie result. Doth the British and the 
American naval authorities maintain 
a policy of silence concerning tlie cap- 
ture or destruction of U-bouts. 

The destroyers, which are under the 
gcucrul comma nd of Hear Admiral W. 
S. Sims, arrived at Queenstown and 
were inspected by u British officer, 
who asked tlie American commander 
when he could he ready for business. 

“We eun start at once," replied the 
American, and they did. 

There is reason to believe some of 
these destroyers took part in the re- 
cent Itig mid on tlie German subma- 
rine base at Zecbrugge. 

The American vessels nnd their 
crews were given un enthusiastic wel- 
come at Queenstown, and Vice Admiral 
Beatty and Admiral Mayo exchanged 
congratulatory cablegrams. 

Pershing to Lead First Force. 

Friday evening, President Wilson Is- 
sued orders for the dispatch to France 
of the llrst American expeditionary 
force. It will be about one division of 
28,000 men, all veterans of the regu- 
lar army, and will be commanded by 
MuJ. Gen. J. J. 1‘ershlng. This force 
will he sent across us soon us is pruc- 
tlcuble, in response to the appeals of 
the British und French war missions. 

The army conscription hill, having 
been accepted by both house und sen- 
ute, was signed by the president, but 
lie announced dial for the present, at 
leust, lie would not accept the Boose- 
velt volunteer divisions. In a public 
statement lie handed some bouquets 
to Colonel ltooscvelt, but suid dint “the 
business now in baud is uiidramatic, 
pracdcul und of scientific definiteness 
und precision," lie wus ucting under ex- 
pert and professional advice from both 
sides of the water. The president ulsn 
Issued a proclamation calling on all 
men subject to selective conscription 
to register on June 5. 

Japan also began taking un active 
purt in the warfare in Europe lust 
week. A number of Jupanese gun- 
boats arrived at Mursellle to aid in 
die tight on submarines and to convoy 
Freneli merchantmen, und it wus un- 
ofliciully stuted that u contingent of 
Japuucsc troops wus luudcd ul tiie 
same port uud would tight ou the west 
front alongside the Russian division 
that lias been there for some time. 

Building Up Our Armies. 

With no illusions us to the serious- 
ness of the tusk confronting it. die 
admlulstrudou is proceeding steadily 
lu Its prepurutlou for the purt the 
United States Is to pluy in the war. 
President Wilson hus ordered the reg- 
ular urmy brought up to full war 
strength, uud all die luuehluery for 
raising the great selective druft urmy 
Is ready. All over the country the 
training camps for officers were 
opened at the beginning of tlie week, 
und thousands of efficient young 
America a s are being drilled in the du- 
ties of commanding officers. The sule 
of “Liberty" bonds lu denominations 
as low us $30 is in full swing. To pro- 
vide for the country’s own expenses us 
a belligerent, the appropriations com- 


mlttee submitted to the senate the 
greatest war budget 111 the histo.j of 
die nation, the total being nearly $3.- 
•Pio.tMKMKMi. All the week the house 
debated the war revenue Nil. 

Aggravated by criticisms of con- 
gress for its alleged dilaloriness in tlie 
mat tel* of war legislation, many sena- 
tors on Wednesday bitterly attacked 
the war policies of the government. 
Their especial targets were Secretary 
of War Baker, the advisory commis- 
sion of the Council of National De- 
fense, the ear efficiency committee of 
die American Railway association, pro- 
posal of a food dictatorship and plans 
for tixing maximum and minimum 
prices. The outbursts of die semitors 
showed they were speaking In large 
measure in behalf of the business con- 
cerns of their respective localities who, 
they asserted, had hail no chance to 
get government contracts. 

Trading in Futures Stopped. 

Food supply matters In America 
moved rapidly toward a crisis Inst 
week. Actuated presumably by the 
Investigations of tlie government Into 
gambling in foodstuffs, und by the tre- 
mendous rise In the price of wheat, 
the Chicago board of trude and the 
grain exchanges of several other mid- 
dle West cities put a stop to trading 
In futures. Wheat and Hour prices 
fell promptly and decisively. The gov- 
ernment gathered the necessary data 
for prosecution of the wheat gumblers, 
and then got after the butter nnd egg 
men. The government also came to 
the (conclusion that tlie exorbitant 
prices of wheat and Hour were due in 
part to the gigantic wheat buying op- 
erations of Great Britain and France, 
and asked them to dispose of their Im- 
mense holdings of grain for future de- 
livery. Tills tin* allies agreed to do, 
mid they also agreed to co-operate 
with the United States in a pooling 
system to iipportlonate exports. 

All in n position to know scout the 
idea that there will lie an insufficiency 
of food In tills country. The problem 
is to regulate the distribution and the 
exports. 

Hollweg Won't Talk of Terms. 

The imperial rulers of Germany nre 
not yet holding out an available perch 
upon which the dove of peace might 
uilglit. Stubbornly resisting the prod- 
ding of both tlie pnii-Germuus and the 
Sociulists, the chancellor, Doctor Holl- 
weg, on Tuesday told the rolehstug 
and the world that the time was not 
fitting for a statement of Germany's 
war uliiis or peuee terms. The mili- 
tary situation of tlie central powers, 
he declared, was satisfactory, and he 
intimated that they were ready to grant 
liberal terms to llussin, if that strug- 
gling nation desired to get out of the 
conflict. But he asserted there wus no 
reason to believe Ktiglnnd and Friiuce 
would at present listen to uny proposi- 
tions from Germany, and to make uny 
would he construed by them as un evi- 
dence of weakening. On the whole, 
tlie chancellor's speech was hold and 
delimit, and Ills position does not seem 
to be weakened, despite the continued 
attacks oil him. The most sturtliug 
of these attacks last week was made 
by Georg Ledebour, Socialist leader 
who warned the relchstag that events 
must happen lu Germany as they have 
in Russia and Unit the people must 
si m in introduce a republic in Gerrauuy. 
'1 hough such sentiments are support- 
ed by many, it is likely the mass of 
opinion in the empire Is better repre- 
sented by Herr Hoesicke, president of 
the German Farmers’ union, who de- 
nounced the Socialist aims us sinister 
and niiti-iiutiouul, ami as tending to a 
prolongation of the wur since, us he 
declared, the entente bused their 
holies on German disunion. 

“President Wilson," Herr Hoesicke 
continued, “wants no peuee with ihe 
Hobenzollerus, but tlie monarchy is too 
deeply rooted lu German heurts for 
the malignity of tlie entente or of 
President Wilson to be capable of de- 
stroying It." 

Developments in Russia. 

After much travail the Russians 
managed to settle the er'ris in that 
country by the forma Cion of a coalition 
cabinet lu which nil elements, includ- 
ing the workmen, the soldiers and even 
the peasants, are represented. Prince 
LvofT. the premier, then announeed 
that for the first time they had a gov- 
ernment that would combine both 
moral authority und inuteriul power. 
The peace- wit bout -annexations-or In- 
demnities factions still adhere to thut 
policy, but all seem agreed thut the 


war must be carried on vigorously and 
faith kept with ihe country’s allies. 
Professor MilukolT was forced to quit 
the cabinet and was succeeded as for- 
eign minister by Tcrcsclitenko, while 
Kerensky, who was minister of Justice, 
became minister of war nnd marine. 
Generals BrussilolT and Gurko and 
other commanders who had resigned, 
were persuaded to withdraw their res- 
ignations. and turned their energies to- 
ward stopping the disintegration of tlie 
armies. 

All ibis sounds encouraging, and It 
may be Russia can be held firm to her 
pledges. If not, it means merely tlie 
prolongation of the war and tlie de- 
ferring of tin* certain ultimate result — 
the defeat of ihe central powers. 

The United States began giving con- 
crete aid to Russia on Wednesday, 
when Secretary MoAdoo gave to Its 
charge d'affaires $100,000,000 of the 
allied loan, with the specification that 
the money he spent In this country 
under the supervision of the treasury 
department. Tlie American mission 
to Russia, headed by Mr. Root, was 
given Its instructions, but it cannot 
rencli Petrograd for about two months. 

Belgium got a share of tlie lonn 
when Mr. McAdoo handed its repre- 
sentatives a credit for $-ir>, f '00,000. 

Italian Offensive Begun. 

With the passing of winter condi- 
tions Itnly begun a vigorous offensive 
on Monday, attacking tlie Austrians 
along the entire Isonzo front. The 
enemy fought back sturdily, but wus 
forced to give ground In the region of 
l’luva, north of Gorltz. In this Italy 
is only anticipating a grand assault 
which the Austrians had been prepar- 
ing to make. The fighting continued 
throughout the week with varying for- 
tunes, the Italians slowly pushing 
their way toward Trieste, their ob- 
jective. 

Released temporarily from the ne- 
cessity of guarding strongly the east- 
ern front. Germany brought from 
there to France a large number of 
comparatively fresh troops and threw 
them Into the struggle against tlie 
British nnd French. General Haig’s 
men are now confronting greater en- 
emy forces than at any time In tho 
pnst, but before the week ended they 
were In full possession of Bullecourt, 
the village for which the Germans 
fought so desperately because It pro- 
tected Quennt, the southern end of an 
Important line of defenses. 

On the French front the most violent 
Hglitlng wus about Laffaux mill, a posi- 
tion even more Important than Hullo- 
court. Again nnd again the Germans 
made desperate attempts to regnin 
tliis ground, but the French repulsed 
them with terrific losses. 

Many burning villages behind the 
German front north and south of St. 
Quentin Indicated an Intention of the 
Germans to curry out n further re- 
tirement. St. Quentin Itself hus been 
burning for some time. 

General Petaln on Tuesday wns ap- 
pointed commander In chief of the 
French armies in France. General NI- 
velle was given command of a group 
of armies, and General Foch became 
chief of staff of the war ministry. Pe- 
t al n gained fame and high popularity 
by Ids defense of Verdun. 

In Great Britain, too, there was a 
shake-up. a general staff for the navy 
being formed In response to the at- 
tacks on the admiralty. Admlrul Jel- 
llco heads the stuff. 

A gratifying decrease In the number 
of vessels sunk hy submarines, was 
reported by the British admiralty. 
Whether this is due to the Increasing 
attacks on Zeebrugge by spu and air, 
nr to the recent destructive fire ut the 
Wllhelnisliaven wharves, or to the 
large number of. U-boats caught In the 
British nets — reported to he between 
Ml and 100— Is not known outside of 
Germany. 

One more nation was added to the 
long list of tin* kaiser's declared ene- 
mies last week, when Honduras sev- 
ered diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many. Spain remained neutral, but 
barely so. 

Premier Lloyd George offered John 
Redmond Immediate home rule for 
Ireland, excluding northwest Ulster, 
or a plan for au Irish convention to 
arrange a plan. Redmond accepted 
the latter suggestion. 

Tlie United States lost one of Its 
most distinguished and honored citi- 
zens In the sudden death of Joseph 
II. Choate, eminent lawyer and former 
ambassador t > Great Britain.

Party-Line Consideration 

A party line is a single circuit, shared in common by two 
or more subscribers. It is not reserved for a single user and should 
be used ou the share-aud-share-alike basis. 

On a 4-party line, it is possible for all four stations to try to 
talk oaf cu the same circuit at the same time. There is also the 
liability of all four stations being wanted at the Same time to 
receive incoming calls. 

Therefore, there are special considerations which the Public 
Service Commission and Telephone company botli urge a party line 
user to keep in mind : 

J. Long conversations prevent the use of the line by 
other subscribers; therefore party tine talks should 
be as brief as possible. 

2. Whenever another party line subscriber requests the 
use of the line for an emergency, courtesy should 
prompt the first user temporarily to give up the use 
of the line. 

3. Whenever a party line subscriber takes the receiver 
from the hook and finds the line in use, the receiver 
should be replaced at once in a careful manner. 

4. At the end of a conversation the receiver should be 
replaced upon the hook immediately, otherwise the 
the other subscriber cannot signal the central office. 


W AR’S strong appeal to boys 
lies la the promise of ex- 
citement that It offers. It 
has been said that the 
Civil conflict was largely a boys’ wur. 
Three in every ten soldiers on the 
Union side were under twenty-one 
years of age, and the percentage was 
greater In the South. Although the 
minimum age of enlistment was 
eighteen, this reflation was In ninny 
instances evaded. There is plenty of 
testimony to show that boys were 
among the best and bravest. 

One of the most noteworthy was lit- 
tle "Gig” Van Zandt, who, at Port 
William, O., in the summer of 1802, 
volunteered to drum for a recruiting 
officer at a soldiers’ meeting in nn old 
schoolhouse. In August of that year 
he enlisted as a drummer In Company 
B, In the Seventy-ninth Ohio regiment, 
being at that time ten years, seven 
months and eleven dnys old. He 
drummed In the regimental band, as 
well as in the field, and became the 
pet and pride of the regiment. 

There was no better soldier In Sher- 
man’s army. As a dispatch carrier he 
served through all the ruthless "march 
to the sea.” An officer said to him 
that, being so young, he "did not pos- 
cess the discretion of older heads, and 
consequently, when carrying a mes- 
sage. usually took the most direct 
route." 

When mustered out, In 1805, he wns 
thirteen years and sir months old. 
Being told that he must give up his 
pony — nn animal captured at Mllledge- 
vllle, Gn., and which he Imd long rid- 
den ns dispatch carrier — he was great- 
ly distressed and went to see President 
Johnson about the matter. "My son," 
said the president, “what do you 
wnnt? A brevet, I suppose?" 

"No, It Is not that,” replied tho hoy. 
“It is my dear pony. I have brought 
him ull through the eainpatgn and now 
he Is to he taken away from me." 

“You shall keep him," said the presi- 
dent, und signed un order to tlmt ef- 
fect. 


T nE question of what man lost 
the day nt Gettysburg for the 
Confederacy and won It for 
the Northern forces will prob- 
ably never be settled. O. Henry prob- 
ably came as near its solution as any- 
body ever will when In the greatest 
short story In English he said “If 
Longstreet only had.” 

The question, long a matter of argu- 
ment, wus brought to the surface of 
the news for a minute by the death In 
Pennsylvania of Gen. David M. Gregg, 
the last of the Union officers who bore 
the rank of general at the greatest 
battle of the war. 

The Union forces were strung out 
from little Round Top over to Culp’s 
hill. This lntter position was to the 
right of the line. Beyond this, or, 

In fact, to the extreme right of the 
engagement. General Gregg was sta- 
tioned In command of 10,000 cavalry- 
men. 

The Union wngon train lay to the 
rear of the center of the line, which 
was exactly back of the famed "high- 
water mark.” This train had been 
from the beginning of the engagement 
the objective point of the Confeder- 
ates. With Its capture victory for the 
Northern soldiers would huve been 
doubtful. Thereupon General Stuart 
made nn effort to get to the rear of 
the Union line to destroy the train. He 
made Ills charge around the right 
wing, when he wns met by General 
Gregg, and, following a fierce engage- 
ment, General Stuart was forced to 
retire defeated. 

This would make Stuart “the man 
who failed." But ns a mutter of fact 
no one failed In that great conflict 
It was for the good of all that Lee 
should see defeat, that the charge of 
the valiant Pickett should fall, and 
that the high tide of the Confederacy 
should begin Its recession on that 
bloodiest of (lays. Generiil Gregg, no 
doubt, did his part, hut It was the 
omniscience of a God who foresaw the ) 
future that guided the events at 
Gettysburg.

There cun he no denying the fact 
thut tin- bungalow occupies tin impor- 
tant place among the several types of 
buildings now being used for residence 
purposes. The number of homes which 
have been built after this type is u suf- 
ficient indication of its usefulness. 
Here we give the word, bungalow, a 
liberal meaning, since In its literal 
sense It would hardly apply to a mod- 
ern American home, no matter how 
simple. If we take the word to mean 
a one-story house, modern In its design 
and appointments and so constructed 
that it will appear “close to the 
ground," the foregoing statement 
stands correct. 

The bungalow, as we have broadly 
defined it, is perhaps the rttost widely 
Used building type, with respect to the 
varying density of population, of all 
building types. The bungalow is found 
In the smallest of villages as well as in 
the outlying parts of the largest cities. 
Its appeal Is universal because it Is a 
type which may lie made thoroughly 
expressive of a popular idea. Every- 
one likes the eoziness which Is best 
expressed In this style. Everyone 
likes the homelike atmosphere which is 
in the house Itself even before the 
decorating is done. It is easy to make 
a home out of a bungalow. 

The bungalow which is shown In the 
accompanying illustrations represents 
a novel treatment of exterior details 
and ut the same time will serve to 11-

the sashes ore white, which provide* * 
pleasant contrast. 

The entrance Is Into a reception hall 
that opens through cased openings In- 
to the living room and also Into the 
back hall which connects up the bed- 
rooms and the hath. This plan, with 
its reception hall nml back hall, pro- 
vides an arrangement that makes all 
the rooms readily accessible from all 
of the other rooms. Convenience Is 
the object of this arrangement togeth- 
er with privacy between the different 
parts of the house. 

The bedrooms are plnced at the 
front and hack corners of the house. 
This enables these rooms to have win- 
dows facing in two directions nnd In- 
sures a plentiful supply of air In the 
sleeping rooms. Such an arrangement 
makes these rooms almost as health- 
ful for sleeping purposes as a sleeping 
porch and It also provides an abun- 
dance of freshening sunshine during 
the daytime. Knch bedroom Is fur- 
nished with ample closet space, which 
is always n good feature to Incorpor- 
ate lu the house. These closets are 
especially desirable because of the 
windows. 

The hath Is placed between the two 
bedrooms, nil Ideal arrangement made 
possible by Hie hack hull. It is seldom 
that the arrangement of this part of 
the house ran he worked out In a 
more desirable manner than that which 
Is shown here. 

The living room Is a bright, cheerful 
room, due to the arrangement of win- 
dows. There are three wide windows 
facing the porch nnd two more on the 
sid*' — one on each side of the fireplace. 
The living room can he reached either 
through the reception hall or through 
n door opening from ti side porch. It 
Is connected to the dining room by a 
w ide cased opening. 

A double acting door lends hnck 
from the dining room to the kitchen. 
Tills room is fitted with all of the lat- 
est improvements for making conveni- 
ence the dominating characteristic. At- 
tention should he called to the pantry. 
A work table is placed directly under 
the larger of the two windows In this 
room. The refrigerator may he placed 
on one side of this table and the cup- 
board Is built in on the other side. In 
a little recess in the opposite wall, the 
opening to the clothes chute is placed. 
This feature will save space usually 
required for soiled linen und makes it 
possible to do .so without tedious steps, 
up and- downstairs. 

'There is sometimes doubt as to just 
how the surroundings should be ar- 
ranged around a house of this kind. 
Of course, one of the fundamental re- 
quirements is that the hcaise appear, 
true to the bungalow type, close to the 
ground. The lines of the roof have 
been specially designed so that this np-

lustrate several desirable features in 
Interior arrangement. This little build- 
ing is .‘H feet by 4-4 feet In size, not 
Including the porch projection. It con- 
tains five generous sized rooms, u re- 
ception hall, pantry and bath. 

’ The exterior of the bungalow at- 
tracts attentlou because of the distinc- 
tive way in which the gable roof is 
arranged. There are two gables pro- 
jecting toward the front of the house. 
The perspective view shows the meth- 
od of finishing the guide ends, leuvlng 
Hie rough timbers exposed. This will 
be recognized as a decidedly urtlstlc

method of handling one of the favorite 
feutures of the bungalow type. The 
porch i> built uuder the main roof of 
the house, which has a wide enough 
overhang to cover it. The construc- 
tion of the brick ami concrete porch 
pillars is decidedly unusual. The at- 
tention which iias been paid all of the 
\arious details such as these is plain- 
ly evideut und the effect which lias 
beeu brought about is altogether pleas- 
ing. 

The walls are constructed of sidlug 
that is laid iu alternate wide aud nar- 
row courses. Plain rough siding is 
used, which gives a rustic appearance 
to the bungalow. This siding can be 
stained dark, which udds still further 
to the rustic idea. The window cas- 
ings are made in the same color und 


pearance will be inherent in the house. 
It would, therefore, defeat the purpose 
of the design to build such a house on 
land considerably higher than the sur- 
rounding ground. On the other ex- 
treme, no house, not even a bungalow', 
looks well when It Is given a squatty 
appearance by its surroundings. Aside 
from the appearance, there is also the 
danger of poor drainage when the 
ground upon which the house is built 
has no slope whatever. 

The house under consideration, then, 
when built upon the average 50-foot 
lot, should have grade at the house es- 
tablished not more tlinn two feet above 
the street sidewalk level, if the lawn 
is to be sloped down from the house 
to t lie sidewalk. Ity the use of a ter- 
raced lawn it is possible to obtain the 
desired uppearnnee when the house 
grade is considerably above this dis- 
tance with respect to the street side- 
wulk. The bungalow does not look 
well too neur the street. The nearer 
tlie buck of the lot the better, unless 
the houses already built on the street 
make this locution undesirable.

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SOME BIRD S ARE NEGLECTED 

Familiar Robin and Friendly Chicka- 
dee Almoet Forgotten by the Blrd- 
houee Builders. 


Tn iho last five years we have henrd 
nml read u good deal about birdhouse 
building. Bluebird, wren and mnrtln 
ought now to be well provided for by 
all bird lovers. Other birds have also 
been mentioned along with the box 
nesting Iden, ns the flicker and the 
crested fly-catcher, though these fel- 
lows undoubtedly much prefer natural 
holes In trees, which the woodpecker 
generally makes for himself nml the 
fly-catcher selects with great care. 
There are exceptions, of course; flick- 
ers have been known to select holes 
previously excavated and even those 
made by man, nnd we have hud the 
crested fly-eatcher take tip quar- 
ters in n deserted bluebird box of hol- 
low-limb uppearnnee that was nailed to 
the trunk of n tree. 

Some birds, however, have been al- 
most forgotten nnd one of those Is our 
old, familiar, friendly robin, while an- 
other is less fnmilinr, hut not less 
friendly, the cheery chickadee. 

Robins generally build their nests in 
vines, on denscly-follngod tree limbs, 
often in more exposed places, some- 
times on porch pillar top or roof beam. 
But if they are offered a rather open 
and roofed box set on a pole and

shielded from cats they are very apt to 
set up housekeeping therein. The ideal 
robin box is merely a floor with cleuts, 
two opposite sides uml a gabled roof, 
two sides, therefore, being open, and 
this set on a pole from ten to twenty 
feet in air will tempt tlie birds most 
surely. Dimensions inside should he 
ubout 10 by 10 by 0 inches. 

DIRTY STREETS AND GERMS 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs 
Are Directly Attributable to Un- 
washed Pavements. 

Rend any metropolitan paper on Fun- 
day and note the tubulated causes of 
deaths during the preceding week. Dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs lead 
all the rest. To a city engineer the sig- 
nificance of this fact should be ap- 
parent. Grip, colds in general, pneu- 
moniu, tuberculosis and all the respira- 
tory diseases have their origin in 
germs. These germs, for the most 
pnrt, come from expeetoruted matter 
thut falls upon streets, there to dry 
nnd be blown about with the dust that 
every gust of wind or motorcar sends 
upon Its deadly journey, says a writer 
in Engineering und Contracting. 

To apply water effectively in clean- 
ing pavements, it is essential that tlie 
surfuce lie smooth und well crowned. 
This condition is not perfectly fulfilled 
in 10 per cent of the streets in Amer- 
ica, at u safe guess, and it is not even 
approximately fulfilled in 30 per cent . 
of tlie streets. In brief, more tliun 
two-thirds of the streets iu Americun 
cities need resurfacing if a marked re- 
duction in resplrutory diseases is to lie 
effected. Tills does not mean, of course, 
thut every city is in need of any such 
overhauling, but it does mean thut tlie 
average city needs it, aud it needs It 
budly. 

Protecting Tree Wounds. 

No covering of a tree wound will in 
anywise liusteu the healing process 
or help form a callus. Its sole office 
is one of protection from decay, in- 
sects, etc., while tlie stub is gradually 
being covered by new growth. Dress- 
ings should lie reapplied whenever the 
wood becomes exposed to keep out in- 
fection until entirely calloused over, 
for if decay or other germs, or in- 
sects once get a lodgment, even if the 
wound entirely lieuls over, the infec- 
tion may work uutil tlie tree dies or j 
becomes hollow. The callus is formed 
by the cambium tissue or inner bark 
that lies between bark und wood. The 
old wood Itself takes no part iu the 
healing process, but on the contrary 
dies und is therefore a menace to the 
life of tlie tree. So cut branches us to 
leave no stub und then use white lead, 
red lead, oil, grafting wax, creosote, 
tar, asphalt or any muteriul which ' 
completely covers and excludes air und i 
water.

Have ready a hot 
muffin pan: butter It well, till the cups 
two-thirds full of the mixture and put 
Into a hot oven. Hake IkT minutes, de- 
creasing the heat after the popovers 
nre well puffed. 

Vassar’s Delight. — Soak a fourth of 
a pound of prutudl overnight and cook 
until tender In the same water, Ite- 
move tlie stones nnd cut the flesh In 
small pieces; add coconut to equal 
half tin* measure of prunes, n little 
coconut milk and two tablespoonfuls 
of orange ntirniainde. When boiling 
hot stir in tlisee-fourths of a cupful of 
sugar and set the disli in hot water. 
Heat two tablespoonfuls of butter to 
u cream, add two egg yolks one after 
the other and one-fourth of a tenspoon- 
ful of salt; stir nnd cook In tlie hot 
mixture until tlie egg is set. Have 
rendy n flaky putt paste or rich plain 
paste, linked over small tins. Fill tlie 
shells with tno prune mixture. Heat 
the whites of the eggs very light, add 
four tablespoonfuls of granulated 
sugar and pipe tlie meringue above the 
filling ; dredge with sugar nnd bake 
until firm In a moderate oven. Sprin- 
kle with browned coconut or shredded 
browned almonds. Serve hot or cold. 

A few green pens left from a pre- 
vious meal, If washed to remove the 
sauce and then mixed , with peanuts 
nnd celery, with a l»it of onion and 
served with French dressing, will make 
a most satisfactory salad. 

Cress With Cucumber. — Slice a peel- 
ed cucumber in tliin slices and let 
stand in cold water for a half hour. 
Dry in a doth and arrange a few 
slices on a bed of carefully washed 
cress, sprinkle with chopped chives 
and parsley and pour over Frencli 
dressing. Serve at once ns the dress- 
ing wilts the salad.

EVERY DAY LUNCHEON. 

When cooking eggs, to make a few 
serve 11 large number, use cold hulled 
rice, two or three tuble- 
spoonfuls to (he egg, If, 
the eggs nre scrambled, 
using milk and butter. 
Mix all tlie Ingredients 
aud serve hot ut once. 
Uncooked rice may also 
serve as an economy 
with eggs. I*ut two ta- 
blespoonfuls of rice in an omelet pan 
with two tnhlcspoonfuls of butter, cook 
until the rice is brown, then add a lit- 
tle water and let It simmer until tlie 
rice is tender, now add tlie eggs, stir 

and cook until well and serve 

hot after seasoning well. 

Egg Soup. — To one quart of boiling 
stock add a grated onion, half a tea- 

spoonful of celery and salt and 

pepper to taste. Holl five minutes, add 
a half cupful of boiled rice, when hot 
take from the fire, add tin* yolks of two 
eggs well beaten, and serve at once. 

Prunes and raisins boiled together, 
using half of each, sweeten, save the 
juice, add to sago and cook until clear, 
then serve Very cold. 

Deviled Crabs. — To one can of 
1 ndneed crab meat or two cupfuls of 
freshly boiled crab meat add the yolks 
of two hard-cooked eggs, mashed fine, 
a teaspoonful of Worcestershire sauce, 
paprika und tin* juice of half a lemon, 
a teaspoouful of dry mustard, and 
a few drops of tabasco sauce. Add 
enough bread crumbs to make a paste. 
Fill crab shells with the mixture, cov- 
er with buttered crumbs ami hake uu- 
tll brown, ltumekiua may be used tn 
1 place of shells. 

Beef Olives. — Take slices of rure 
roust beef und roll each around a tliin 
slice of bacon which lias been fried un- 
j til transparent. Hind with twine and 
boil for five minutes. Itemove the 
| string and add some bacon fat to the 
roast beef gravy, seusou with toinuto 
catchup or Worcestershire, boll up 
once and pour over the olives. Serve 
very hot. 

Marquise Pudding — Cut squares of 
angel food baked in a sheet, sprinkle 


with chopped nuts and cover with 
whipped cream. Candled fruit may be 
added to make It more delicious.

EARLY VEGETABLES AS GREENS 
AND SALADS. 

At least once a week when these 
vegetables first appear lit season cook 

B cowslip nnd dandelion 
greens. The young, ten- 
der. blanched dandelions 
make most delicious sal- 
ad served with minced 
onions and French dress- 

Beet greens, spinach 
nnd Swiss chard arc nil 
most wholesome and may he convert- 
ed into attractive salads after being 
well cooked. Watercress is one of the 
most appetizing of greens, if well 
washed In salted water to remove any 
Insects it may lie served simply with 
salt as n garnish for chops or with 
French dressing as a salad. 

Grapefruit SAlad. — Separate the sec- 
tions of grapefruit, using care not to 
lose tlie juice, mix with nuts of any 
kind and serve with Frencli dressing 
on lettuce lenves. The Juice may be 
used with the oil, with a little lemon 
Juice or vinegar to make tlie dressing, 
so that nothing Is wasted. 

Birmingham Salad. — Arrange Itead 
lettuce with two slices of choice pine- 
apple. with a ball of cream cheese In 
the center of each slice. It Is well to 
cut the pinenpplo, making It easier 
for eating, yet the arrangement tuny 
he the same. Use the following dress- 
ing: Hent a half cupful of the pine- 
apple juice nnd the Juice of half a 
lemon In a double boiler. Heat the 
yolks of four eggs, add a tnhlespoon- 
ful of sugar, and a fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of salt, gradually heat In the 
hot liquid nnd return the whole to 
cook over hot water until thickened. 
When cold nnd ready to use add whip- 
ped cream to make of the consistency 
desired. 

Spring Salad. — Make nests of shred- 
ded lettuce nnd arrange nn these a 
slice of cucumber, n few slices of rad- 
ish. unpeeled, a sprinkling of chopped 
chives or finely shredded green onion, 
serve with Frencli dressing. Cress 
may lie used In place of tlie lettuce. 

Orange and chestnuts with celery, or 
orange mint nml celery to servo with 
lamb makes a good combination for 
salad.

GOOD COMPANY DISHES. 

Chop all together rather eonrsely 
two large stalks of celery, two green 
peppers, nnd one 
onion, fry slowly 
In two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter un- 
til tender. Serve 
with steak. 

Tuns Fish Ome- 
let. — Prepare half 
a dozen eggs, 
heating the yolks 
and whites separately nnd adding a 
tnhlespoonful of cold water for each 
egg, season with n teaspoouful of suit, 
a fourth of a teaspoonful of pepper 
and three-fourths of a cupful of tuna 
fish minced fine. Fold the tisli into 
tlie whites nnd proceed us in tin* milk- 
ing of a plain omelet. 

Chicken and Mushroom Pie. — Hotter 
a baking dish and put a layer of chick- 
en meat in tlie bottom, cover with 
mushrooms which should be diced us 
well as the chicken, then udtl a few 
potato hulls, season and add u layer 
of hard cooked eggs chopped, sprinkle 
with uilnced parsley and cover with a 
white sauce. Then after ail the in- 
gredients are used in layers, cover 
with small rich biscuit and hake. Use 
four cupfuls of diced chicken, one pint 
of mushrooms, one and u half pints of 
potatoes, six eggs, one aud a half 
tablespoonfuls of minced parsley, a 
quart of thin white sauce, bake uhout 
fill minutes. Tills will serve eight peo- 
ple. 

Club Salad. — Allow two or three 
leaves of lettuce for each salad, one 
1 and one-hulf cupfuls of shredded 
chicken (cold, cooked), twelve slices 
i of bacon cooked und diced, three to- 
] mu toes, mayonnaise and toast itpint? 
wit It parsley for the garnishing. Ar- 
range the lettuce, on eaclt a slice or ! 
two of tomato, then tiie fried hucoa I 
on these und a spoonful of mayonnaise 
and on top the chicken, more luuyun- 
I naise und a sprig of pursley. Garnish 
with six tiny toast points for each 
salad, placing them spuke-ftishioii on 
the plates. 

Pimento Cheese. — Drain a small 

! can of pimentos from the oil, chop 
fine, add u tahlespoouful of onion 
juice und a tuhlespoouful of minced 
pickles und u half-pound of grated 
cheese. Mix well, add snlt and red 
pepper and serve with crackers or as 
a sandwich tilling.

The Value of a Public Library. 

Editor Gazette nnd Transcript : 

Few people realize the value of a 
Public Library in a town. This is 
true especially among the young 
people. They look at it too often as 
a place where they can get light 
fiction to rend and then grumble if 
the latest novel isn’t in, which in 
nine cases out of ten is never heard 
of after six months or a year. 

Then again they think of it ns a 
place to go and chat with their 
friends, regardless of those who 
know the value, of a library and go 
there to study. 

To a person seeking an education 
the library is a necessity. Here, in 
our own Tuft’s Library which we arc 
very apt to think does not contain a 
very large collection of books, we 
can find many useful books on nearly 
any subject. 

I find that if the particular book 
that I want is not in the library, the 
librarian or her asaistants arc very 
willing to try and procure it. Some- 
times an equally helpful book is in 
the library, and as the librarian is 
always ready with suggestions we 
should be glad to receive them as 
she is open to suggestions from us. 

We cannot expect a librarian to 
know about every book that was ever 
published, for it is more than probable 
that we never heard of some, until 
they were brought to our attention 
by teacher or professor. 

We, people of Weymouth, should 
be more appreciative of our library 
(perhaps 1 should say libraries al- 
though I am not acquainted with 
Fogg’s) for if they should be suddenly 
taken from us we would then realize 
the necessity and the good of a public 
library. 

Then, again, we owe some thought 
aud appreciation to the librarians 
who are willing to give their time 
aud knowledge to us. Too often we 
hear the remark, “They are paid for 
it.” Even so, would we, in their 
places do as well? I am afraid not.
